Hanson was directed to prepare the 


report when the boaid deferred a de- 
cision on whether to create a special 
taxing district to support downtown 
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improvements, including the 500-car 
garage at Vail Avenue and Sigwalt 
Street on village-owned property. 


THE SPECIAL taxing districl was 


proposed by Trustee August C. iSett- 
man, chairman of a committee study- 
ing downtown redevelopment. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier, chairman 


of the board's finance committee, said 
enough property owners in the area 
would object to a special district to 
block the proposal. Palmatier pre- 
dicted general obligation bonds would 
be needed to finance the $1.5 million 
garage. 


If the village board should decide to 


create a special taxing district, 51 per 
cent of the affected property owners 
must file objections to halt it. 


Creation of the special tax districl 


has drawn opposition from northside 
businessmen who said the 
garage 


would not benefit them. Dr. Frank J. 
Psota, a dentist with offices on the 
north side, said the tax district would 
"hurl rather than help small business- 
men."

Paddling row boats down Arlington 


Heights streets was fun for a while 
when heavy rains soaked the village 
in August 1972. 


But when the living room furniture 


began floating, it was time to drop 
anchor and demand action. 


The results are beginning to show 


as the plans developed by the village 
and the Citizens Action Committee 
Against Flooding come to fruition. 


Now, four years after the waters re- 


ceded from the Aug. 25 storm, more 
than $4 million has been spent on 
flood control plans and projects. 


The flood control projects under 


contraction constitute Phase One of 
the $18 million flood control program 
put together by the Citizens Action 
Committee headed by Trustee Frank 
Palmatier. 


BUT ALL FUNDS from last year's 


$3 5 million flood control bond issue 
are committed. The village now is 
gearing up for Phase Two, which will 
mean another bond issue and tax in- 
creases for residents 


"Naturally, with passage of time 


there's bound to be some loss of mem- 
ory of what happened in 1972, but I 
think there's still a continuing concern 
and support for the flood control pro- 
gram. I know there is among village 
officials and board members," Palm- 
alier said. 


There has not been a torrential 


downpour to match the one on Aug. 
25, 1972 when about three inches of 
rain fell in less than three hours. 


The knee-deep water in basemen!* 


in many cases included raw sewage 
caused by backup of the 
sanitary 


sewers. 


MANY HOMES were surrounded by 


water 
On S. Patton Avenue, where 


Palmatier 
lives. 16 homes in one 


block had flooded living rooms. 


"I was just on the shoreline, so I 


didn't have that problem But I did 
have a good view," Palmalier said. 


In Surrey Ridge West, children pad- 


dled canoes. And several miles away 
on 
N. 
Dunton 
Avenue, problems 


reached such frustrating proportions 
that at 2 a.m. neighbors near the in- 
tersection 
of Thomas 
and 
Dunton 


streets placed a barricade across the 
street Residents said it was needed 
because cars traveling through the

G r a d u a l l y she made her way 
home.

also was nearly covered by the water. 


Much of the flooding on N. Dunton 


Avenue was caused by the Hasbrook 
retention basin overflowing. "When it 
filled up, it was like a river turning 
down Dunlon from Thomas," Mrs. 
Herda said 


The Hasbrook reservoir has since 


been dug deeper. 


Surrey Ridge residents on the south 


end of the village were used to their 
streets flooding, so they didn't expect 
the water to continue rising until their 
homes were flooded. 


"When it came up to the house we 


got all the lurniture carried upstairs. 
It only look our basement, which is 8 
feet deep. 15 minutes to fill up." said 
Mrs. Kenneth Bryza. 


Mrs. Bry/a is quick to praise vil- 


lage officials for the flood control 
work that has been done 


"THAT DAY was a nightmare, but 


they ha\e done a marvelous job. The 
street doesn't even flood now," she 
said. 


Many Surrey Ridge residents took 


advantage of the situation, according 
to John J. Finnerty, who sailed his 
sailboat down the street iwo blocks to 
a retention basin where "all the kids 
in the area were swimming." 


"I guess we made the best of a bad 


situation," he said.

S«t|kovicj> is one of about 49 weath- 


er briefers who proude 24-hour staff- 
ing for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration's Flight Service Station at Du- 
P.ige County Airport, West Chicaco. 


THE BRIEFERS are responsible 


for furnishing private pilots in most 
areas of northern Illinois with current 
and future weather advisories. Their 
weather information is always accu- 
rate, coming from the latest in moni- 
toring equipment a.s well as direct 


teletype lines with the United States 
Weather Service. 


The DuPage flight service station is 


the third busiest in the United States, 
having aided more than 925,000 pilots 
each year lor the past several years. 


The station is a support function for 


Chicago Center Air Traffic Control 
Center, Aurora. 


S/ajkovics says the objectives of a 


weather briefer's job are 
two-fold. 


"We lalk to private pilots on the tele- 
phone, giving them weather informa- 
tion before they leave the ground and 
also carry on air-to-ground conversa- 
tions " 


During each briefer's eight-hour 


shift, he will spend half his tour of 
duty in the pilot briefing room, taking 
telephone calls from pilots who plan 
to fly the same day. 


"And, we are also the only source 


private pilots have for entering then 
flight plans with the FAA," Szajkovics 
said. 


THE OTHER half of a briefer's 


work day is spent in the air-to-ground 
room where he talks by radio to air- 
borne pilots. 


Briefers, he said, have the authoiity 


to prohibit a student pilot from flying 
m bad weather. However, with experi- 
enced pilots, the briefer will caution 
the person "depending on the pilot's 
own particular qualifications." 


Szajkovics considers weather brie- 


fers "a lot more personal" than air- 
traffic controllers. "The controllers 
talk to airplanes, you know, telling 
them to climb to so many feet or de- 
scend to a certain altitude, but we talk 
to people." 


But Szajkovics is quick to empha- 


size his admiration for air-traffic con- 
trollers. 


"These people really do a terrific 


job and always work under tension. 
And we ought to know, because most 
of us briefers were 'washouts' from 
Chicago Center's training program," 
Szajkovics said, explaining the center 
experiences a 60 per cent attrition 
rate for trainees. 


"Our jobs as wather briefers are 


very demanding, too, though. 1 guess 
you could equate our responsibility 
with that as a captain in an airplane," 
he said. 


BRIEFER TRAINING consists of at 


least 
17 weeks of intensive "book 


work" and classroom experience in 
the Oklahoma "West Point" FAA 
runs for its weathermen. 


Briefers 
occasionally 
experience 


very tense moments and in a few 
cases have been required to "talk a 
pilot down," 


Szajkovics told of a busy Sunday af- 


ternoon in late March when the air-to- 
ground room radios picked up a pilot 
urgently calling "anyone who can 
hear me." 


It was the case of a student pilot 


having become disoriented on a flight 
from Kankakee to Midway. 


• "It was a windy day and he had 
veered from his course without realiz- 
ing what happened. When we picked ' 
him up he was over Lake Michigan 
and didn't realize it," Szajkovics said. 


Working with another briefer who, 


using special navigational aids, was 
able to pick up and chart the pilot's 
course, Szajkovics talked the aircraft 
safely into DuPage County Airport. 
"When the episode started, the pilot 
was about 40 miles northeast of us 
and I had him in and down in 30 min-

Torrential downpour, 
flood kill 60 in Rockies

LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) — A 


mountain river swollen by 10-inch 
rains surged from its banks and swept 
away campers and fishermen in a 
wooded Rocky Mountain canyon Sun- 
day. Towns were isolated and cars, 
trucks and cabins were tossed about 
like toys 


Authorities said at least 60 persons 


died in the flash flood and scores were 
injured or stranded in the disaster 
which came on Colorado's 100th anni- 
versary as a state. 


Renewed rains hit the flooded area 


before dark Sunday, hampering res- 
cue operations. Authorities leared ad- 
ditional flooding in the popular camp- 
ground area about 45 miles northwest 
of Denver. 


"We have 40 bodies now in the mor- 


tuary," said Larimer County Sheriff 
Bob Watson. "We know of 20 others 
that we haven't been able to get to 
yet." 


A coroner's spokesman said identi- 


fication of the dead and missing 
would not be made until Monday. 


Damage alone to Bureau of Rec- 


lamation equipment along the 35-mile 
stretch of the Big Thompson River 
was estimated at $1 million. 


Sheriff's deputies estimated about 


4,000 persons were in the canyon when 
heavy rains began Saturday night. Of 
the survivors, many were taken to 
safety by helicopters. 


About 400 survivors who escaped ex- 


ploding propane gas tanks detonated 
by floating logs in the river were tak-

Foreigners urged 
to leave quake areas 


HONG KONG (UPI) - Chinese offi- 


cials warned Sunday a new earth- 
quake might hit Peking at any time 
and urged foreign embassies to evac- 
uate all nonessential personnel. More 
than half of the U.S. dependents were 
immediately booked on flights out of 
China. 


Most other embassies also began 


preparing to movf dependents to oth- 
er places in China or outside the coun- 
try. 


David Dean, deputy chief of the 


U.S Liaison Office, said 19 of the U.S. 
dependents had reservations on flights 
to Tokyo and that the remaining 11 
will leave within the next few days. 


He said most will 30 to Tokyo, Hong 


Kong or Manila. 


In a telephone conversation with 


UPI in Hong Kong, Dean said China 
offered to help in the evacuation. 


The offer came in a statement is- 


sued by the Chinese Foreign Ministry 
that indicated Peking might be hit by 
a new earthquake at any time within 
the month of August, Dean said. 


A quake in the northeastern prov- 


ince of Hopeh last Wednesday rocked

Early data from the tests made in small cylindrical chambers in a 
typewriter-sized laboratory indicate an oxygen concentration 15 
times higher than expected.

Holds on to tire, saves self 
'Like a tidal wave hit me 


LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) - A fish- 


erman whose truck was swept from 
the road by a four-foot surge of water 
from the flooded Big Thompson River 
Sunday said he punched out a window 
and clung to a floating tire "for dear 
life" before reaching shore. 


"All of a sudden my four-wheel 


drive (vehicle) went into the river," 
said Edward T. Swann. "It was like a 
tidal wave hit me. It was scary going 
down the river. 


"I couldn't breathe any more. Wa- 


ter filled the cab. I hit a window with 
my fist and got out somehow," 


Swann, 31, a carpenter for YMCA of 


the Rockies at Loveland, a town of 
approximately 20,000 persons east of 
the flooded canyon, said he floated 
downstream for "at least a mile." 


"I saw a tire, still on the rim, float- 


ing by me. I grabbed it and held on 
for dear life," Swann said in a tele- 
phone interview. "It was easy to grab 
the hole in the middle of the wheel. I 
am lucky to be alive and I'm just 
thankful my little girls weren't with 
me."

OKd arms sale 
to Iran: panel 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Richard Nixon secretly ordered the 
government to sell Iran any conven- 
tional arms it wants, creating a vast 
and continuing flow of weapons now be 
yond Pentagon control, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee report- 
ed Sunday. 


As a result of Nixon's July 1972 de- 


cision, it said, the United States has 
sold Iran an arsenal worth $10 billion. 


The report said the Pentagon could 


not keep track of these sales and for- 
mer Defense Sec. James Schlesinger 
finally appointed a secret agent in 
1973 to find out what was going on. 


But Schlesinger's move backfired, 


the report said, when Richard Hoi- 
lock, his agent, eventually became an 
Iranian government adviser on U.S. 
weaponry. 


"U.S. arms sales to Iran. . . have 


been out of control," said Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, D-Minn,, in releasing the 
59-page Foreign Relations Committee 
report.

Herbal cigarels may impair health 


Herbal cigarets, teas and capsules may cause unpleasant men- 


tal and physical reactions, according to a report in this week's 
Journal of the American Medical Assn. based in Chicago. Dr. 
Ronald Siegel of the UCLA school of medicine said the herbal 
products — readily available in health food stores and by mail 
order from suppliers and importers — contain substantial amounts 
of psychoactive substances. He said their use may result in a 
number of intoxications requiring medical attention. Siegel said 
192 distinct herbs are commercially available as smoking sub- 
stances, mostly in cigarets. Often the cigarets contain nonpsy- 
choactive ingredients like yerba, santa, rosemary, thyme, mulein 
and spearmint. But nearly half of them do contain plants with 
known mind-altering effects, he said.

WASHINGTON - Jimmy Carter is 


about to find out that his first 18 
months for presidential politics were 
the easiest. All he has had to do so 
far was weather a Democratic fusil- 
lade 
against 
his a c c e n t , his 


ideas, his birthplace and his religion. 
Now comes the real fight, with the 
meanest, roughest, most conniving 
and shameless assault force in poli- 
tics: the Republicans. 


It's no telling if Carter is ready, but 


the GOP is. For months a team of 
sewer-stepping young people from the 
Republican National Committee has 
been searching under every rock in- 
Georgia for Carter dirt. The task 
force, reminiscent of the Republican 
organizations which institutionalized 
Watergate, has compiled a roomful of 
•ant i-Carter information which in 
weeks to come will be released to the 
public through leaks, whispers and of- 
ficial indignations. 


The material is said to be largely 


an 
accumulation 
of alleged con- 


tradictions in Carter's statements and 
activities. For example, the task force 
gleefully notes that Carter, who crows 
about morality in government, was so 
friendly with Spiro Agnew that in 1973 
he personally urged the former vice 
president to stay in office despite of 
corruption against him. This story is 
not new, Carter having admitted it on 
several occasions. But drawn up in 
documented form, Republicans feel it 
might negatively impress the voters. 


Aside from this small caliber am- 


munition, the RNC snoopers have re- 
portedly uncovered what in essence 
are smoking guns. Details are secret,

But what may be remembered 


in future years is the political- 
turmoil and controversy that 
Has marked these games as the 
slaughter 
of Israeli athletes 


ovtrshadowed the Munich Olym- 
pics in 1972. 


T h e Canadian government 


managed to embroil the Olym- 
pics in politics by refusing to al- 
low athletes from Taiwan to 
compete under the name and 
flag of the Republic of China. 
T h e 
Canadian 
government, 


w h i c h recognizes mainland 
China but does not have diplo- 
matic relations with Taiwan, lat- 
er agreed to allow Taiwan to use 
its own flag and national anthem 
but insisted it call its team Tai- 
wan rather than China. 


The 42-member Taiwan team 


called that offer an insult and 
went home. 


The political furor continued 


with black African nations call- 
ing for the ouster of the New 
Zealand team from the Olym- 
pics because New Zealand's all 
black rugby union football team 
toured South Africa, a country 
which practices apartheid. The 
International 
Olympic com- 


mittee refused to ban New Zea- 


land, and 29 African and Arab 
nations 
teams 
were 
ordered 


home by their governments. 


T h e International Olympic 


committee bitterly blasted the 
Canadian government for reneg- 
ing on its promise not to inter- 
fere with the games. Officials 
said the games would have been 
cancelled if the Taiwan issue 
had come up earlier. 


That incident and the boycott- 


ing have led to speculation that 
the Olympics may never have a 
chance to get off the ground four 
years from now in Moscow, de- 
spite assurances by the Soviet 
Union that they will prevent po- 
litical interference in the 1980 
games. 


The O l y m p i c Committee 


should consider implementing 
stiff penalties for countries that 
choose to use the games for self- 
serving interests. Host countries 
should know what is required of 


them and the consequences of 
any violation of policy. 


In the aftermath of the Afri- 


can-Arab pullout, Bill Exum, 
manager of the United States 
track and field team, said the 
s u b j e c t was raised among 
American 
black 
athletes 
of 


whether to support the dis- 
senters. The team, he said, 
unanimously agreed they were 
at the Olympics to run and jump 
and throw and not to make polit- 
ical statements. 


It is a shame some govern- 


ments saw their athletes as little 
more than political pawns. 


The motto of the Olympics is 


"citium, altium, fortium" — 
swifter, higher, stronger. It is an 
international forum for the best 
amateur athletes in the world, 
not for policital axe grinding. 


If the Olympics is to succeed 


there must be a rededication by 
all participating countries to its 
original purpose. 


... It's for the athletes who have toiled so long 


The 
close of the 
Olympic 


Games also is a time to pay trib- 
ute to the winning athletes on 
the American team. Really all of 
the members of the team are 
winners, because to make the 
trip (o Montreal they had to be 
the best this nation has. 


But extra praise must be of- 


fered for the American medal- 
ists who beat the best com- 
petitors the world has to offer. 


The men's 
basketball and 


swimming 
teams 
dominated 


their events. The boxers proved 
to be outstanding. 


The women's team also pro- 


vided some exciting moments at 
the games. They won medals in 


swimming, basketball and s^ev- 
eral other sports. 


American marksmen, 
wres- 


tlers and riders have proved to 
be the best in the world. 


While this country can take 


pride at the accomplishments of 
its own teams, there also is a 
feeling of satisfaction for athlet- 
es from other nations who have 
trained extensively in this coun- 


try and gone on to win medals at 
the games. 


Sometimes the true spirit of 


the competition and sport is lost 
in the political events which 
swirl around the stadiums and 
pools, but the efforts of the ath- 
letes who have worked so hard 
to win both for themselves and 
for this country should be re- 
membered above all else. 


U.S. needs improved women's sports programs 


While the American Olympic 


team, as a whole, did well in 
Canada, one group still lagging 


behind the rest of the world was 
America's women. 


The 
women were not 
to 
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blame; they gave their best. The 
problem lies in the development 
of women athletes in this coun- 
try. 


Some countries are developing 


young women into future Olym- 
pic stars; the U.S. is still 
.struggling 
with 
stereotypes. 


Some U.S. communities already 
have taken the first steps in giv- 
ing girls and boys equal treat- 
ment when it comes to sports, 
but that is the exception rather 
than the rule. The myth that 
girls cannot be total athletes like 
boys still afflicts our society. 


Title IX of the 
Education 


Amendments Act is one solution 
to the problem of giving women 


equal treatment in sports. The 
act states that schools receiving 
federal monies must not dis- 
criminate against 
women in 


their athletic programs. Since 
there are few schools that in 
some way do not receive such 
funds, it is clear that schools 
now must change their approach 
to athletics. 


This program, while neces- 


sary, will take time to have an 
effect, and it may not have 
much of an impact on our show- 
ing in Moscow in 1980. Along 
with equal opportunity in educa- 
tion, we must work to improve 
the level of coaching and train- 
ing available to American wom- 
en athletes. 


subsidies for his peanut farm oper- 
ation.

There are uncounted other nasties

"We have concentrated on the years 
of his public life," the Republican offi- 
cial says, "but we have also gone 
back to his Navy days and before. I've 
only seen a small part of the data, but 
even that has been, well, very re- 
vealing." 


Revealing, perhaps. But of whom? 


Four years after Richard Nixon's 
Committee to Re-Elect the President 
cut itself a special path hi the political 
subterranean, imaginative GOP offi- 
cers are again showing themselves to 
be somewhat like rotten fish by 
moonlight: they shine, but they stink. 
Accentuating the negative is politics 
at its worse. Subtle hints of an oppo- 
nent's evil is moral mugging. Organ- 
izing a task force to fashion character 
assassinations is, at this point in time, 
a slap at public tolerance. 


It should be noted that Republicans 


deny any impropriety, and where 
have we heard this before, on the 
grounds that attacking the enemy is a 
traditional election year tactic. Com- 
mittee officers say no smears are in- 
tended, merely well researched facts 
"to which the public is entitled." For 
instance: if the Republicans have dis- 
covered (as they say they have) that 
Carter's family has mistreated some 
of its farmhands, "We think this is an 
indication of the man, and we think 
people should know about it now rath- 
er than later." 


That premise is admittedly unassail- 


able. The screening of office seekers 
must necessarily include personality 
and character scrutiny. But a task 
force for such? A herd of partisan de- 
tectives? There is little in the way of 
public protection that can come from 
organized fault finding, particularly 
when it is biased. Muckraking can be 
an honorable service; 
politicized, 


however, it fills with maggots. 


"Hi, there, farmer, what do you 


think of J. Carter?" 


"Well, bub, I don't like him." 
"Okay. Mind if we tape record this 


for the public good?'' 


Watergate lives. The Republican 


National Committee still has soiled 
hands. Note to the Carter campaign: 
watch your file cabinets.

advantages. 


But I didn't mean to appear to be 


playing both sides. The point to under- 
stand is that, for certain families (or 
individuals), renting has more advan- 
tages than owning and vice versa. A 
sound decision has to be based on 
your own individual circumstances, 
your needs, your desires. There is no 
absolute answer that suits every fami- 
ly. 


Generally speaking, the 
younger 


family that has not fully settled into 
its ways may find renting more at- 


tractive. Renting allows more of a 
freedom of action: you can move on 
when your lease is up without any hin- 
drance, and you haven't tied up a lot 
of your money in nonearning down 
payment on a house. If the direction

Foreign, U.S. cars mirror styles

Detroit (UPI) — It used to be easy 


to tell the difference between a spar- 
tan foreign model and even the smal- 
lest American car. 


And a chrome-laden luxury chariot 


from Detroit was easily distinguished 
from its expensive European counter- 
parts. 


The energy crisis and an exploding 


world market have blended those dif- 
ferences. 


Without looking at the nameplate, 


there are few motorists who can pick 
out the European Volkswagen Golf 
from its U.S. version, the Rabbit. And 
F o r d ' s soon-to-be-introduced mini 
Fiesta not only looks like the Rabbit, 
but will be a multi-continent car. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO, American 


and European cars were distinct in 
size and concept and the Asian auto 
i n d u s t r y was relatively under- 
developed. 


The automotive market has been on 


a long-term upward movement in the 
United States and Canada. But since 
the mid-1960s, worldwide car sales 
growth has far outstripped the U.S. 
and Canadian prace. 


Auto sales in the United States and 


Canada increased from 9.7 million 
cars in 1966 to an estimated 11.5 mil- 
lion this year, a jump of less than 20 
per cent. In the same decade, sales in 
other world markets have increased 
almost 80 per cent from 8.6 million 
cars in 1966 to an estimated 15.1 mil- 
lion this year. 


"The European buyer wants the 


same things the U.S. buyer wants — 
as stylish, dependable and useful a 
car as his budget allows," said Philip 
Caldwell, executive vice president for 
international automotive operations at 
the Ford Motor Co. "But the high cost 
of fuel, generally shorter distances 
traveled and fewer freeways tend to 
move the European buyer into small- 
er cars," he said.

uncertain, renting allows you a flexi- 
bility that can be of great value, psy- 
chologically as well as financially. 


WHEN A FAMILY feels that its fu- 


ture course is relatively settled, own- 
ing 
a house begins to make more sense. 
Roots grow more securely 
when 


they're planted in the stability of your 
own house — and that goes not just 
for children but for careers and adult 
activity within the community. 


Once your deliberations have taken 


these personal needs into account, you 
can look more objectively at the fi- 
nancial pros and cons: the equity 
buildup vs. the loss of use of your 
down payment money; the chance of 
a profit on the sale of a house vs. the 
risk of a loss; the tax advantages in 
homeownership vs. the added costs of 
homeownership and so forth. 


THERE IS ANOTHER influence 


that anyone should be aware of in 
making a buy vs. rent decision: often 
we can be motivated to make a choice 
based not on our own personal prefer- 
ences but on what we think others 
think we should be doing. 


"Everyone thinks we should buy a 


house in such-and-such a neighbor- 
hood" or "Everyone thinks we should 
rent an apartment in such-and-such a 
building." You really have to worry 
most about pleasing yourself, not oth- 
ers. Yet many succumb to these out- 
side influences, and later regret it, 
though they may not be sure just why.

SZAJKOVICS believes he can talk 


to pilots without worry because he is 
a licensed pilot himself. 


"With the help of the G.I. Bill, I 


was able to obtain all of the pilots' 
ratings, but I honestly don't have the 
opportunity to fly that I would like," 
he said. 


Szajkovics says more than half the 


local weather briefers are pilots, or at 
least very interested in aviation. 
"But, then again, some of the people 
here were postal inspectors and some 
of the girls had been secretaries," he 
said. 


Szajkovics has been briefing for 


three years. Before that he worked in 
labor relations with a large corpo- 
ration, an experience he believes was 
excellent training for his present job 
in that he "worked with people." 


Eventually he hopes to qualify as an 


FAA airplane inspector. 


"AS WITH OTHER federal govern- 


ment jobs, the promotion process is 
handled through bidding for jobs high- 
er up the ranks and usually that in- 
volves moving to another city and 
not all of us want to do that," he said. 


However, the FAA never promotes

Sometimes a kid 
needs a parent 


besides his own

'Coin needed a place lo htay. 


He couldn't remain at homo any 


longer — but then, it had never really 
been a home. His mother, a heavy 
drinker, thought more of her social 
life than of her teen-aged son. His fa- 
ther had not stepped in the house 
since Tom was three. 


Tom grew up in the Northwest sub- 


urbs — all of his friends were here. 
But when he needed a place )n this 
area to stay, no one could help him. 


There weren't enough foster parents 


to go around. 


TOM (NOT HIS real name) illus- 


trates a problem familiar to those lo- 
cal agencies who provide foster care. 
Tom had no relatives who could house 
him, so his alternative was foster 
care. But he had to be placed in a 
foster home far from this area, away 
from his community and friends, be- 
cause there wasn't a foster family 
available here when he needed one. 


Basically, there are only two local- 


ized agencies that sponsor foster care 
programs in the Northwest suburbs. 
Bach desperately needs more persons 
to be foster parents. 


Shelter Inc., in Hoffman Estates, 


currently has only 13 foster parents in 
its 
program and 
Omni-House in 


Wheeling hab only eight foster par- 
ents. 


The state Department of Children 


and Family Services (DCFS) also has 
about ino foster families in the North- 
west suburban area, but even thai 
agency needs more families. 


EACH FOSTER program allows 


both married and single persons to be 
foster parents. And each agency 
functions with a different goal in 
mind. 


The Shelter Inc. footer program is 


ge;>red for the adolescent child who 
needs emergency foster home place- 
ment. These are temporary homes, 
with a maximum stay of 40 days. 


All children placed by Shelter must 


come from the Northwest suburbs. In 
Shelter's year and a half in operation, 
the agency has placed more than 80 
children, with W children placed into 
foster care so far this year. 


"We take the kids who nesd to be 


placed into a faster situation right 
now, not tomorrow or next week," 
said Allen Yasgur, executive director 
of Shelter Inc. "Basically, these kids 
are having problems in their families. 
They need a place to go — a psy- 
chological cooling off period — so 
they can think things over," he said. 


"BUT WE CAN'T take every child 


who is brought to our attention — 


there just isn't room," Yasgur said. 
"We have to turn them away and re- 
fer them lo other agencies. There is a 
real need around here for more foster 
parents — especially for adolescent 
males," he said. 


Shelter foster parents operate on a 


voluntary basis, meaning they receive 
no monetary reimbursement for their 
services. 


To assist parents with the added ex- 


pense of a foster child, Shelter spon- 
sors a charity fair each year to raise 
money for miscellaneous expenses. 
This ye;ir the group raised $600 for 
that purpose. 


After the Shelter foster home place- 


ment, most children either go home, 
go to long-term foster homes or to 
group homes, Yasgur said. 


THE OMNI-HOUSE foster program 


aims specifically to help an older 
youth, age 16-18, to make a mean- 
ingful transition into independent liv- 
ing. 


In this program, the older youth are 


placed with a young adult of their 
same sex. This type of placement 
weaves a big brother/sister type of 
approach into a foster situation. 


"We have a specialized program to 


meet (he needs of older adolescents 
who absolutely have no hope of going 
back to their family and are beyond 
the age of adoption. These kids usual- 
ly have a long history of foster place- 
ments," said Peter Digre, executive 
director of Omni-House. 


"We place the youth with a person 


close to his own age who commonly 
works in the community. Here, the 
foster parent also provides the youth 
with a basic skill that will be needed 
when the youth lives independently, 
such as how to sign a lease, or how to 
budget for food," Digre said. 


FOSTER PARENTS in the Omnl- 


, House program are reimbursed $200 


per month for their services. A youth 
usually remains in an Omni-House 
placement for about six months, then 
moves into independent living, a work 
situation or college, Digre said. 


Omni-House has operated for about 


a year, placing about 11 youths in that 
time. But the agency hasn't had room 
for all youths who need placement. 


"We have about two times as many 


kids as there are places to put them," 
Digre said. 


"If we can't help them, then they 


continue to live in group homes or in 
regular foster situations. But these 
kids need a friend, not mom and 
dad," Digre said. "Too many can't 
get the specialized care we could 
give them simply because we don't 
have enough foster parents," he said. 


SCREENING FOR foster parents 


with both the Shelter and Omni-House 
programs is both a personal and se- 
lective process. These two agencies 
find it very important to have exten- 
sive personal contacts with a prospec- 
tive foster parent. This Is easier done 
by these agencies because they are 
localized. 


Persons from both agencies will 


make several visits to the prospective 
foster home after the initial screen- 
ing. The agency will interview foster 
parents both together and apart. They 
also will talk with children to discover 
how a child might react to another 
brother or sister. 


Special things both agencies look for 


when screening prospective 
foster 


parents include financial and emotion- 
al stability and also personal reasons 
for wanting a foster child. All foster 
parents must be licensed by the state. 


But not everyone who applies for a 


foster parent license receives one. 


WANDA LAVELY, a DCFS licens- 


ing supervisor, explained what per- 
sons might be refused a state foster 
care license. 


"There are families who might 


choose foster care because they are 
looking for a child to save their mar- 
riage. Others might simply want a 
playmate for their own children," she 
said. 


"Most of these difficulties are dis- 


covered when a social agency screens 
a prospective foster parent, but inevi- 
tably, we can't spot all the prob- 
lems," she said. 


Sometimes, the agency cannot an- 


ticipate what strains will develop 
from a foster parent-child relation- 
ship. 


"Many parents come into foster 


care with the misconception that a 
foster child is an orphan on their 
doorstep, and that's just not true. 
Most of our children in foster care 
come with problems that have to be 
dealt with, and that's the hard part," 
she said. 


FOSTER CARE can be a lot of giv- 


ing, and not much getting. "And that 
is disappointing for many parents who 
want a child to openly appreciate the 
care a parent is giving them. There 
can be tremendous disappointments in 
foster care, and the parents have to 
be the kind of people who can handle 
them," Ms. Lavely said. 


Like the Shelter and Omni-House 


foster programs, DCPS also empha- 
sizes the need for keeping a child in 
his or her own neighborhood when 
placed in a foster home. But even 
with 100 foster parents for the North

Their door's always open

The Rubios are known as "the fami- 


ly who never says no." 


That's the reputation that four 


years of voluntary foster parenting 
through the Shelter Inc. program has 
tagged for them. The Rubios make 
themselves available whenever help is 
needed, never reluctant to open their 
home up to a foster child. 


Ramon and Anita Rubio have wel- 


comed more than 16 foster children 
into their Mount Prospect home, most 
of them teenagers. The Rubios say 
they have never been happy to see 
any one of them leave. 


"We've never had what you might 


call a bad experience with any foster 
child," Ramon says. "We've learned a 
little about ourselves and our own 
children from each child who has 
come into our home. There are diffi- 
cult times, of course, but you learn to 
work those out," he says. 


THE BRIGHT-EYED Rubio chil- 


dren — Margarita, 9, and Dennis, 6 — 
both are enthusiastic about having 
foster children around. Both talk ani- 
matedly about things they have done 
with the foster children, whether it be 
riding a horse or calling them on the 
phone after the child has left the 
Rubio home. 


"We have never had any kind of 


sibling rivalry between our kids and a 


foster child," Anita says. "Margarita 
and Dennis look forward to the foster 
children; they ask when we will gel 
another one when one leaves." 


Why did the Rubios decide to be fos- 


ter parents? 


"That is a question we are asked all 


the time," Anita said. "Some of our 
friends say, 'you must be crazy — 
how can you trust them?' but they 
don't understand." 


"RAMON AND I love children. If it 


were up to me, I would have dozens of 
them. We thought of both adoption 
and foster care. But with adoption you 
can have only one child. So, we de- 
cided that the best way to bring the 
most children into our lives was 
through foster care." 


The foster child in the Rubio home 


must obey a few basic rules. Essen- 
tially, they are the same rules that 
pertain to their own children: no 
smoking in the house, no stealing and 
no lying. 


The Rubios' foster children must 


also abide by the flexible specifics of 
a behavioral contract, which is signed 
by the foster parent, the child and a 
Shelter Inc. social worker. This con- 
tract allows a child to know what to 
expect in the foster situation from the 
beginning of a placement. 


"We tack the contract up on the re- 


frigerator," Anita says. "That way it 


is always in plain vicv, — the child 
can't say they forgot about something 
because it's right there to remind 
them. It's important to let the foster 
child know what you expect from 
them right from the beginning, that 
way they can't do something we 
might not approve of, then later tell 
us that we didn't warn them about 
it." 


ALSO ON THE refrigerator is a list 


of chores for each person in the Rubio 
family to complete. 


The Rubios believe it is very impor- 


tant to let a foster child know just 
how long they will stay in their home. 


''Sometimes this is difficult because 


even we don't know how long a child 
will be here, but we are honest with 
them from the beginning. We tell 
them that they are welcome here as 
long as they need to stay," Ramon 
says. 


The foster child living with the 


Rubios has to be a part of the family, 
Ramon and Anita agree. 


"Most of these children come from 


bad families — the kids never knew 
the satisfaction of a good home life," 
Ramon says. 


"THE CHILDREN who stay here 


must be a part of our family. They 
must share responsibility, take part in 
family activities and most of all share

Fall slacks will be straight cut and minus cuffs 


Dear Eunice Farmer, 
I purchased some slacks at the end 


of the season that I intend to wear 
early this fall. The pants must be 
shortened and they are cuffed. This is 
quite a job for someone who doesn't 
do much sewing. Before I begin, 
please tell me if the pants for fall will 
have cuffs or not. It would be much 
simpler to shorten the pants without 
bothering with the cuffs. — Merry R. 


Dear Merry, 


Most of the pants I have seen for 


fall will be straight cut, without cuffs 
— there will always be some vari- 
ations however. In your case, feel 
confident to shorten the pants and 
eliminate the cuffs. Be sure to make 
the back of Hie pants slightly longer 
than the front. They look so much ni- 
cer on you. 


Also, as I have stated before, be 


sure the pants have been pre-shrunk 
before you permanently hem them. 
They usually shrink some the first 
time they are laundered and also the 
first time they are dry-cleaned. 


Now is the time to go through your 


closets and eliminate the garments 
you know you won't be wearing this 
season. A good rule of thumb is one I 


personally use; if I haven't worn a 
garment twice the last season, I prob- 
ably won't wear it at all this season — 
so clean your closets and begin with a 
fresh start. 


This is going to be a season of 


coordinated wardrobes, so begin plan- 
ning for fall now. Find out where you 
can add part of a garment, such as a 
vest, skirt, pants or whatever, plus 
the type of coat or wrap you will 
need. 


It's not too early to begin checking 


on fabrics now. Some fabrics, in- 
cluding most wools, will be in short 
supply this winter, so allow yourself 
plenty of time.

Deai- Eunice Farmer: 


Will you please give me some infor- 


mation on how to remodel dresses and 
blouses that I buy? It seems that they 
are all too wide at the shoulder. 
Should I just trim both the sleeve and 
the shoulder off about one inch? I 
have tried putting tucks In the front 
but don't find this too flattering. My 
problem is that I have to buy a pat- 
tern that Is actually too large' for me 
in order to accommodate my large 
hips. — Mrs. W.R.R. 


Dear Mrs. W R.R., 


Never change the shape of the cap 


of your sleeves unless you are re-cut- 
ting them for fashion reasons. The fit- 
ting in your case involves the shoul- 
der width only. If this is corrected the 
sleeves will fit perfectly. 


Examine your garment carefully to 


see exactly how much the shoulder 
seam needs to be shortened. Then, try 
to follow the original curve of the 
armhole and cut off some of the width 
of the armhole, tapering to nothing 
where the armhole begins to curve 
into the underarm area. 


Re-stitch the sleeve carefully. It 


should fit properly. It's always better 
to baste the sleeve in place before 
stitching. This will assure the fit. Nev- 
er cut off too much — it's better to 
trim twice if necessary.

If you launder your 
garment in warm instead of hot wa- 
ter, pull the zipper while set. It will 
help somewhat.

simple it is to obtain better quality.

constrict arteries 


I nm a ^l-yo:ir-olil hralihy female, but I stiifer with rather 


frct|iirnt attack* of migraine headache. My question regards the 
nip of Cafforgnt PR for an extended period of time.

You should 
avoid flickering lights which can precipitate an attack. 


Although migraine headaches arc fairly common, most head- 


aches are not migraines. The successful treatment of headaches 
first requires Identifying the type of headache involved. Your his- 
tory of relief with Caffergot PB confirms you have migraine head- 
aches, but many people who think they have migraines really have 
other problems.

mon says. "I might remind them to 
do something around the house, or let 
them know that they should make a 
decision about something in their life, 
and they say, 'well I never had to do 
this at home.' " 


"I never tell them what decision to 


make, but I sit down and show them 
the alternatives. We let them know 
that we care, and that they need to be 
responsible for themselves. And you 
know, the child may not appreciate it 
at first, but after a while they wonder 
why their family never bothered to 
care. They learn what it Is to be re- 
sponsible and care for people." 


AND THE FOSTER children must 


appreciate that caring, because most 
of them keep in touch with the Rubios 
after they leave the home. Some re- 
turn occasionally for visits with the 
family. 


"We want the children to share with 


us, learn with us and most of all, want 
to be with us," Ramon says. "That is 
the only way they will learn what a 
family is. Our foster kids are like our 
own kids — they go on trips with us 
and we treat them just like our own. 
They are welcome in our home as 
long as they obey the rules, don't do 
anything to wrongly influence our 
children — for as long as they want to 
stay here." 


Inevitably, the Rubios have experi-

Glass made of sand, soda, lime

tz, of Palatine, III., for his question: 
HOW IS GLASS MADE? 


In the United States, glass Is made 


In more than 400 large plants, and 
there fire more than 1,000 smaller 
companies that cut, shape ami deco- 
rate the products made by the larger 
glass manufacturers. More than $2 
billion worth of glass products are 
produced which contribute greatly to 
our modern way of life. Yet glass is 
made mainly from Inexpensive raw 
materials — sand, soda and lime. 


There are hundreds of thousands of 


glass products, from windows to eye- 
glasses, telescope lenses to light 
bulbs. Glass has countless desirable 
qualities. It can be made to resist 
acid and electricity; it is tough, du- 
rable, flexible and can transmit light. 
Since the turn of the century, numer- 
ous types of glass with special charac- 
teristics have been invented, such as 
tempered safety glass, f i b e r g l a s s 
heat-resistant glass and radlation-ab 
s o r b I n g and radiation-transmitting 
glass. 


Naturally, with so many different 


kinds of glass, the way each is made 
varies tremendously. But let's take a

look at the basic process at a glass 
factory. Here your amazed eyes be- 
hold huge bins, or silos, which hold 
the raw materials for glassmaking — 
sand, soda ash, limestone and borax. 
All dry materials, these powders look 
very similar, but varying proportions 
produce greatly different results. 


Gigantic furnaces called continuous 


tanks are used to make the glass. 
These are the largest of the melting 
furnaces, and while many of them can 
hold 50 to 100 tons of molten glass, the 
really big ones hold 1,000 tons. When 
the fire is lit in one of these gigantic 
furnaces, it stays lit until the brick 
walls of the furnace begin to wear out 
— a period of time that can span five 
years. 


In the continuous tank the raw ma- 


terials are mixed together along with 
waste glass, of the same kind, from a 
previous melt. The temperature soars 
upward to almost 2,700 degrees F., 
and the solid raw materials melt to- 
gether into a hot, syrupy mass of mol- 
ten glass. From the continuous tank 
the mass flows into a refining cham- 
ber where tiny bubbles are removed. 


The molten glass that comes from 


the furnace must be cooled slowly, 
and this Is done in an annealing lelir 
— a special oven used just for this 


purpose. If the glass is allowed to cool 
too rapidly flaws may develop that 
could cause distortions or even crack 
the glass. As the long ribbons of sheet 
glass come out of the annealing lehr 
they are inspected, cut and polished 
to give them a smooth surface. 


Most glass containers are shaped in 


molds as soon as the glass comes 
from the refining chamber. This has 
to be done befove the temperature of 
the glass cools down and while it is 
still workable. Different methods are 
used for making different types of 
containers.

"I did not go after a world record. I

StebbecTs tinkering recalls the past 
Model thresher reaps memories 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


Floyd Stebbeds isn't as willing as 


some folks to give up the past. 


He is a native of the rolling farm 


lands of Iowa where he and his wife, 
Waunita, owned a farm in the early 
1940s. 


"One of the best things about those 


days," Stebbeds remembers, was op- 
erating a steam-powered threshing 
machine to harvest the autumn oats. 


Those early days on the farm are 


gone now. Lured off the farm by the 
big city, Stebbeds has been a mechan- 
ic for United Air Lines for the past 24 
years and makes his home in Des 
Plaines. He often thinks about central 
Iowa and wishes to return. 


"I WANT TO go back, and it's just 


a matter of time," said Stebbeds, 56. 
who will wait six more years before 
retiring with his wife to the Iowa 
countryside. 


While waiting out his retirement 


Stebbeds has constructed a scale mod- 
el of the J.I. Case 65-horsepower 
steam engine threshing machine he 
used to ride down home on the farm. 


The 185-pound model is anything but 


a big toy for an overgrown kid, he 
said. 


It took him more than three years 


to build the engine. The iron, brass 
and other metal materials that he 
molded himself cost him about $950, 
he said. 


"I did it because it was a challenge 


and because I enjoy tinkering around 


with this stuff," said Stebbeds. who 
has put in an average of two hours 
each day m his basement workshop 
since late 1972. 


The model, which stands about 16 


inches high and 42 inches long, looks 
more like an old, black steam engine 
that pulled trains across the prairies 
in the late 1800s and early 1900s. 


Curious neighbors have been gath- 


ering in front of the family's home, 
1320 Fifth Ave., during the past week 
while Stebbeds "test drives" the en- 
gine on his driveway. 


Coal or wood chips are shoved into 


the machine's tiny firebox and ig- 
nited. Water is poured through the en- 
gine's copper tubes. As steam begins 
billowing out of the front stack, the 


t h r e s h e r begins "chug-chugging" 
down the pavement. 


STEBBEDS AND his wife plan to 


visit several steam engine shows in 
the Midwest next month to exhibit the 
vehicle, which took an estimated 1,500 
manhours to build and is valued at 
$2,500. he said. 


"I'll just keep making more of 


these. I plan on building a miniature 
saw mill this winter," Stebbeds said. 


"I work all day with airplanes. I 


enjoy coming home and working on 
the kind of engine that helped to bring 
us where we are today with our mod- 
ern technology," he said. 


"I think it's part of the past that 


will always be with us, in one way or 
another. And it means something spe- 
cial to me too."

Weather ifs 
good or bad., 
the briefer is 
ahvays there

Jim Szajkovics spends most of his 


working hours "under the weather." 


But Szajkovics' job has absolutely 


no ill effect on his health. In fact, Jim 
is eager to tell how much he enjoys 
his work. 


And hundreds of private pilots with 


whom Szajkovics comes in contact 
each day can tell you they depend on 
the vital service he performs. 


Szajkovics Is one of about 49 weath- 


er briefers who provide 24-hour staff- 
ing for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration's Flight Service Station at Du- 
Page County Airport, West Chicago. 


THE BRIEFERS are responsible 


for furnishing private pilots in most 
areas of northern Illinois with current 
and future weather advisories. Their 
weather information is always accu- 
rate, coming from the latest in moni- 
toring equipment as well as direct 


teletype lines with the United States 
Weather Service. 


The DuPage flight service station is 


the third busiest in the United States, 
having aided more than 925,000 pilots 
each year for the past several years. 


The station is a support function for 


Chicago Center Air Traffic Control 
Center, Aurora. 


Szajkovics says the objectives of a 


weather briefer's job are two-fold. 
"We talk to private pilots on the tele- 
phone, giving them weather informa- 
tion before they leave the ground and 
also carry on air-to-ground conversa- 
tions." 


During each briefer's eight-hour 


shift, he will spend half his tour of 
duty in the pilot briefing room, taking 
telephone calls from pilots who plan 
to fly the same day. 


"And, we are also the only source 


private pilots have for entering their 
flight plans with the FAA," Szajkovics 
said. 


THE OTHER half of a briefer's 


work day is spent in the air-to-ground 
room where he talks by radio to air- 
borne pilots. 


Briefers, he said, have the authority 


to prohibit a student pilot from flying 
in bad weather. However, with experi- 
enced pilots, the briefer will caution 
the person "depending on the pilot's 
own particular qualifications." 


Szajkovics considers weather brie- 


fers "a lot more personal" than air- 
traffic controllers. "The controllers 
talk to airplanes, you know, telling 
them to climb to so many feet or de- 
scend to a certain altitude, but we talk 
to people." 


But Szajkovics is quick to empha- 


size his admiration for air-traffic con- 
trollers, 


"These people really do a terrific 


job and always work under tension. 
And we ought to know, because most 
of us briefers were 'washouts' from 
Chicago Center's training program," 
Szajkovics said, explaining the center 
experiences a 60 per cent attrition 
rate for trainees. 


"Our jobs as weather briefers are 


very demanding, too, though. I guess 
you could equate our responsibility 
with that as a captain in an airplane," 
he said. 


BRIEFER TRAINING consists of at 


least 17 weeks of intensive "book 
work" and classroom experience in 
the Oklahoma "West Point" FAA 
runs for its weathermen. 


Briefers 
occasionally 
experience 


very tense moments and in a few 
cases have been required to "talk a 
pilot down." 


Szajkovics told of a busy Sunday af- 


ternoon in late March when the air-to- 
ground room radios picked up a pilot 
urgently calling "anyone who can 
hear me." 


It was the case of a student pilot 


having become disoriented on a flight 
from Kankakee to Midway. 


"It was a windy day and he had 


veered from his course without realiz- 
ing what happened. When we picked 
him up he was over' Lake Michigan 
and didn't realize it," Szajkovics said. 


Working with another briefer who, 


using special navigational aids, was 
able to pick up and chart the pilot's 
course, Szajkovics talked the aircraft 
safely into DuPage County Airport. 
"When the episode started, the pilot 
was about 40 miles northeast of us 
and I had him in and down in 30 min-

mountain river swollen by 10-inch 
rains surged from its banks and swept 
away campers and fishermen in a 
wooded Rocky Mountain canyon Sun- 
day. Towns were isolated and cars, 
trucks and cabins were Bossed about 
like toys. 


Authorities said at least 60 persons 


died in the flash flood and scores were 
injured or stranded in the disaster 
which came on Colorado's 100th anni- 
versary as a state. 


Renewed rains hit the flooded area 


before dark Sunday, hampering res- 
cue operations. Authorities feared ad- 
ditional flooding in the popular camp- 
ground area about 45 miles northwest 
of Denver. 


"We have 40 bodies now in the mor- 


tuary," said Larimer County Sheriff 
Bob Watson. "We know of 20 others 
that we haven't been able to get to 
yet." 


A coroner's spokesman said identi- 


fication of the dead and missing 
would not be made until Monday. 


Damage alone to Bureau of Rec- 


lamation equipment along the 35-mile 
stretch of the Big Thompson River 
was estimated at $1 million. 


Sheriff's deputies estimated about 


4,000 persons were in the canyon when 
heavy rains began Saturday night. Of 
the survivors, many were taken to 
safety by helicopters. 


About 400 survivors who escaped ex- 


ploding propane gas tanks detonated 
by floating logs in the river were tak-

Teen seized in fire; 
6 persons killed 


Michael McGrath, 19, was arrested Sunday and charged with 


murder and arson in connection with a fire Saturday that left six 
persons dead and injured another person in an apartment building 
on Chicago's North Side. McGrath, who lives only a few buildings 
away from the burned building, was charged with six counts of 
felony murder, six counts of murder, two counts of arson and one 
count of aggravated battery. He was arrested two hours after the 
fatal fire Saturday for allegedly setting a fire in his own apart- 
ment building, police investigator Ted O'Connor said. He set the 
fire because he was angry about being evicted from the building, 
O'Connor said. An investigation uncovered evidence linking 
McGrath to the fatal fire in the neighboring building, O'Connor 
said, A motive has not been determined for the second and fatal 
fire. 


Herbal cigarets may impair health 


Herbal cigarets, teas and capsules may cause unpleasant men- 


tal and physical reactions, according to a report in this week's 
Journal of the American Medical Assn. based in Chicago. Dr. 
Ronald Siegel of the UCLA school of medicine said the herbal 
products — readily available in health food stores and by mail 
order from suppliers and importers — contain substantial amounts 
of psychoactive substances. He said their use may result in a 
number of intoxications requiring medical attention. Siegel said 
192 distinct herbs are commercially available as smoking sub- 
stances, mostly in cigarets. Often the cigarets contain nonpsy- 
choactive ingredients like yerba, santa, rosemary, thyme, mulein 
and spearmint. But nearly half of them do contain plants with 
known mind-altering effects, he said.

The environment 
Mining threatens farms: report 


by LEA TONKIN 


Prime Illinois farm land is threat- 


ened by unnecessary strip mining of 
coal, said a recent report by the Envi- 
ronmental Policy Institute (EPI), a 
Washington, D.C. based educational 
group. 


The EPI 
report 
contends that 


"much of the agricultural land in Illi- 
nois which is underlain with strip- 
pable coal reserves is very good in- 
deed, if not exceptional, and should be 
protected as one of the nation's most 
valuable resources." 


The non-profit group said there is 


more deep minable coal in the four 
Illinois counties — Sangamon, Jeffer- 
son, Macoupin and Montgomery — 
than reserves suitable for strip min- 
ing. Despite this finding, the EP! 
said, strip mining activity continues 
to gobble some 5,000 to 6,000 acres of 
farm land in Illinois each year. 


Using data compiled by the U.S. 


Soil Conservation Service and Univer- 
sity of Illinois researchers, 
EPI 


writer John Doyle Jr. said as much as 
2 to 3 million acres of Illinois farm- 
land stand to be affected by strip min- 
ing if present practices continue. 
"There are serious questions as to 
whether the high capability agricul- 
tural lands strip mined for coal can 
be returned to their original capac- 
ities within an acceptable period of 
time," he said. "The question in this 
instance is not whether agricultural 
lands can be reclaimed, but rather, 
can they be restored to their full pro- 
ductive capability."

ing point but still in liquid form can 
be induced to freeze by seeding it with 
silver iodide crystals. As the wa- 
ter freezes, releasing heat energy, it 
causes the cloud to grow. Thus, an in- 
tense storm would spread into a mod- 
erate one.

U.S. airlines lost $84 million in 75 


U.S. Airlines lose $84 million 3/36— 


Airlines in the United States in 1975 


lost about $84 million, and the Air 
Transport Assn. of America is calling 
it "the second largest industry loss hi 
history." 


An industry report issued by the as- 


sociation blames the loss on the lack 
of growth in airline traffic during a 
recession year and soaring inflation.. 


"Increases in the cost of fuel during 


the year amounted to $.05 billion," the 
report states. "Elinination of just a 
fraction of this cost alone would have 
resulted in a profitable year for the 
industry." 


The association blamed the faltering 


economy for a slight decline in air 
traffic, from 207 million passengers 
in 1974 to 205 million in 1975. A surge 
in traffic during the last quarter 
brought the year-end figures near 


1974 levels, and thaet trend continued 
into 1976. 


The air freight market responded 


to the economic upswing in the last 
quarter of 1975, but year-end figures 
showed a 2.5 per cent decrease in vol- 


ALTHOUGH LABOR costs amount 


to about 40 per cent of airline oper- 
ating costs, the report said increased 
fuel costs have had the largest impact 
on airline finances. 


Airline safety improved in 1975 the 


report states. Only three fatal acci- 
dents occurred that year, the fewest 


fatal accidents since 1949. 


"The number of fatalities — 124 — 


was the lowest since 1957," the report 
states. 


The report shows that United Air- 


lines is the largest U.S. carrier, with 
nearly 30 million persons using its 
planes in 1975. It also flew more than 
26 billion revenue passenger miles, 
the most of any U.S. airline. 


Statistics in the report show that 


only the automobile is more popular 
than the airplane for intercity passen- 
ger travel.

Weather ifs 
good or bad, 
the briefer is 
always there 


by PAT GERLAC'll 


Jim Szajkovics spends most of his 


working hours "under the weather." 


But Szajkovics' job has absolutely 


no ill effect on his health. In fact. Jim 
is eager to tell how much he enjoys 
his work. 


And hundreds of private pilots with 


whom Szajkovics comes in contact 
each day can tell you they depend on 
the vital service he performs. 


Szajkovics is one of about 49 weath- 


er briefers who provide 24-hour staff- 
ing for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration's Flight Service Station at Du- 
Page County Airport, West Chicago. 


THE BRIEFERS are responsible 


for furnishing private pilots in most 
areas of northern Illinois with current 
and future weather advisories. Their 
weather Information is always accu- 
rate, coming from the latest in moni- 
toring equipment as well as direct 


teletype lines with the United States 
Weather Service. 


The DuPage flight service station is 


the third busiest in the United States, 
having aided more than 925,000 pilots 
each year for the past several years. 


The station is a support function for 


Chicago Center Air Traffic Control 
Center, Aurora. 


Szajkovics says the objectives of a 


weather briefer's job are two-fold. 
"We talk to private pilots on the tele- 
phone, giving them weather informa- 
tion before they leave the ground and 
also carry on air-to-ground conversa- 
tions." 


During each briefer's eight-hour 


shift, he will spend half his tour of 
duty in the pilot briefing room, taking 
telephone calls from pilots who plan 
to fly the same day. 


"And, we are also the only source 


private pilots have for entering their 
flight plans with the FAA," Szajkovics 
said. 


THE OTHER half of a briefer's 


work day is spent in the air-to-ground 
room where he talks by radio to air- 
borne pilots. 


Briefers, he said, have the authority 


to prohibit a student pilot from flying, 
in bad weather. However, with experi- 
enced pilots, the briefer will caution 
the person "depending on the pilot's 
own particular qualifications." 


Szajkovics considers weather brie- 


fers "a lot more personal" than air- 
traffic controllers. "The controllers 
talk to airplanes, you know, telling 
them to climb to so many feet or de- 
scend to a certain altitude, but we talk 
to people." 


But Szajkovics is quick to empha- 


size his admiration for air-traffic con- 
trollers. 


"These people really do a terrific 


job and always work under tension. 
And we ought to know, because most 
of us briefers were 'washouts' from 
Chicago Center's training program," 
Szajkovics said, explaining the center 
experiences a 60 per cent attrition 
rate for trainees. 


"Our jobs as weather briefers are 


very demanding, too, though. I guess 
you could equate our responsibility 
with that as a captain in an airplane," 
he said. 


BRIEFER TRAINING consists of at 


least 17 weeks of intensive "book 
work" and classroom experience in 
the Oklahoma "West Point" FAA 
runs for its weathermen. 


Briefers 
occasionally 
experience 


very tense moments and in a few 
cases have been required to "talk a 
pilot down." 


Szajkovics told of a busy Sunday af- 


ternoon in late March when the air-to- 
ground room radios picked up a pilot 
urgently calling "anyone who can 
hear me." 


It was the case of a student pilot 


having become disoriented on a flight 
from Kankakee to Midway. 


"It was a windy day and he had 


veered from his course without realiz- 
ing what happened. When we picked 
him up he was over Lake Michigan 
and didn't realize it," Szajkovics said. 


Working with another briefer who, 


using special navigational aids, was 
able to pick up and chart the pilot's 
course, Szajkovics talked the aircraft 
safely into DuPage County Airport. 
"When the episode started, the pilot 
was about 40 miles northeast of us 
and I had him in and down in 30 min-

Torrential downpour, 
flood kill 60 in Rockies

LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) - A 


mountain river swollen by 10-inch 
rains surged from its banks and swept 
away campers and fishermen in a 
wooded Rocky Mountain canyon Sun- 
day. Towns were isolated and cars, 
trucks and cabins were tossed about 
like toys. 


Authorities said at least 60 persons 


died in the flash flood and scores were 
injured or stranded in the disaster 
which came on Colorado's 100th anni- 
versary as a state. 


Renewed rains hit the flooded area 


before dark Sunday, hampering res- 
cue operations. Authorities feared ad- 
ditional flooding in the popular camp- 
ground area about 45 miles northwest 
of Denver. 


"We have 40 bodies now hi the mor- 


tuary," said Larimer County Sheriff 
Bob Watson. "We know of 20 others 
that we haven't been able to get to 
yet." 


A coroner's spokesman said identi- 


fication of the dead and missing 
would not be made until Monday. 


Damage alone to Bureau of Rec- 


lamation equipment along the 35-mile 
stretch of the Big Thompson River 
was estimated at $1 million. 


Sheriff's deputies estimated about 


4,000. persons were in the canyon when 
heavy rains began Saturday night. Of 
the survivors, many were taken to 
safety by helicopters. 


About 400 survivors who escaped ex- 


ploding propane gas tanks detonated 
by floating logs in the river were tak-

HONG KONG (UPI) - Chinese offi- 


cials warned Sunday a new earth- 
quake might hit Peking at any time 
and urged foreign embassies to evac- 
uate all nonessential personnel. More 
than half of the U.S. dependents were 
immediately booked on flights out of 
China. 


Most other embassies also began

Teen seized in fire; 
6 persons killed 


Michael McGrath, 19, was arrested Sunday and charged with 


murder and arson in connection with a fire Saturday that left six 
persons dead and injured another person in an apartment building 
on Chicago's North Side. McGrath, who lives only a few buildings 
away from the burned building, was charged with six counts of 
felony murder, six counts of murder, two counts of arson and one 
count of aggravated battery. He was arrested two hours after the 
fatal fire Saturday for allegedly setting a fire in his own apart- 
ment building, police investigator Ted O'Connor said. He set the 
fire because he was angry about being evicted from the building, 
O'Connor said 
An investigation uncovered evidence linking 


McGrath to the fatal fire in the neighboring building, O'Connor 
said. A motive has not been determined for the second and fatal 
fire. 


Herbal cigarets may impair heallh 


Herbal cigaiets, teas and capsules may cause unpleasant men- 


tal and physical reactions, according to a report in this week's 
Journal of the American Medical Assn. based in Chicago. Dr. 
Ronald Sicgcl of the UCLA school of medicine said the herbal 
products — readily available in health food stores and by mail 
order from suppliers and importers — contain substantial amounts 
of psychoactive substances. He said their use may result in a 
number of Intoxications requiring medical attention Siegel said 
192 distinct herbs are commercially available as smoking sub- 
stances, mostly in cigarets. Often the cigarets contain nonpsy- 
choactive ingredients like yerba, santa, rosemary, thyme, mulein 
and spearmint But nearly half of them do contain plants with 
known mind-altering effects, he said.

Farm land here 
threatened by 
mining: report

Prime Illinois farm land is threat- 


ened by unnecessary strip mining of 
coal, said a recent report by the Envi- 
ronmental Policy Institute (EPI), a 
Washington, DC. based educational 
group. 


The EPI 
report 
contends 
that 


"much of the agricultural land in Illi- 
nois which is underlain with strip- 
pable coal reserves is very good in- 
deed, if not exceptional, and should be 
protected as one of the nation's most 
valuable resources." 


The non-profit group said there is 


more deep minable coal in the four 
Illinois counties — Sangamon, Jeffer- 
son, Macoupin and Montgomery — 
than reserves suitable for strip min- 
ing. 
Despite this finding, the EPI 


said, strip mining activity continues 
to gobble some 5,000 to 6,000 acres of 
farm land in Illinois each year. 


Using data compiled by the U.S. 


Soil Conservation Service and Univer- 
sity of Illinois researchers, 
EPI 


writer John Doyle Jr. said as much as 
2 to 3 million acres of Illinois farm- 
land stand to be affected by strip min- 
ing if present practices continue. 
"There are serious questions as to 
whether the high capability agricul- 
tural lands strip mined for coal can 
be returned to their original capac- 
ities within an acceptable period of 
time," he said. "The question in this 
instance is not whether agricultural 
lands can be reclaimed, but rather, 
can they be restored to then- full pro- 
ductive capability."

suggesting cloud seeding can tame 
hurricanes, government researchers 
hope to develop techniques to sup- 
press dangerous tropical storms.

Robert White, head of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration, said reconnaissance 
flights 


are expected to begin this fall on the 
west coast of Mexico to determine 
whether hurricanes in the area are 
suitable 
for seeding experiments. 


U n d e r "Project Stormfury" ex- 
periments so far have been conducted 
in the Atlantic Ocean. 


Storm seeding is based on the prem- 


ise that water cooled below the freez- 
ing point but still in liquid form can 
be induced to freeze by seeding it with 
silver iodide crystals. As the wa- 
ter freezes, releasing heat energy, it 
causes the cloud to grow. Thus, an in- 
tense storm would spread into a mod- 
erate one.

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Kids learn 
hoiv to ride 
bikes safely 


"Watch the signs, Jason. Stop," 


shouted Carol Ugent of Mount Pros- 
pect to her 3-year-old son as he rode a 
tncycle through Bicycle Safety Vil- 
lage In the Randhurst Shopping Cen- 
ter. 


Safety Village organized by the 


Mount Prospect Police Dept. and the 
Randhurst Corp., ended its six-day 
run Sunday, drawing about 75 chil- 
dren a day. 


The program provided a miniature 


town where youngsters learned the bi- 
cycle rules of the road by practicing 
them on the course. Instructors were 
quick to point out errors. 


Staffed by Patrolman Ernest Dett- 


mar and two police aides, the village 
came complete with a traffic lane, 
church, hospital, school, police sta- 
tion, fire station and a variety of traf- 
fic signs and signals. 


"It's designed for primary students 


up to third grade," Dettmar said. "It 
helps get the bicycle safety program 
across to the little children." 


Dettmar said if children are taught 


at an early age how to ride bicycles 
on the sidewalk, they will "know how 
to act once they are old enough to 
ride on the streets." 


BEFORE RIDING through the vil- 


lage, the children were shown three 
bicycle safety films. A police aide 
then reviewed the rules of the road 
with them. 


Susie Layton of Wheeling brought 


her children to the show saying, "I 
believe in bicycle safety. I try to 
teach them myself by riding with 
them, staying near the curbs and 
stopping at the stop signs." 


Mrs. Layton's 6-year-old daughter, 


Amy, after viewing the films, said, 
"Some people got hit by the cars be- 
cause they were not careful." 


Th/ee-year-old Ty Layton said he 


saw "crashes" in the movies. "A car 
crashed into a bike. The rescue squad 
came to help." 


"You shouldn't skid on the street 


because a car can run over your 
wheel or something," said 7-year-old 
Jennifer Vick of Palatine. 


When asked what she learned from 


Bicycle Safety Village, 9-year-old Lori 
Kasner of Wheeling said, "How to be 
safe and not get into an accident. Go 
on the right side of the road and do 
the right things." 


Mrs. Ugent's 6-year-old daughter, 


Loryanne, learned "That you be care- 
ful on the road. You stay on the right 
side and give hand signals. That you 
watch out for (traffic) signals." 


LORYANNE'S FATHER once broke 


his arm In a bicycle accident. "I 
made her watch (the movies) to see 
what can happen If you do not know 
the rules when you're on a bike," 
Mrs. Ugent said. 


"Learning to stop on a red light and 


look both ways at a stop sign," is 
what 7-year-old Kirk Harrison of 
Wheeling did when he visited safety 
village. "Look for cars before you 
cross the street." 


The youngsters received a tape- 


recorded bicycle safety lecture from 
"Mike the Magic Bike." a $1,400 ma- 
chine equipped with all bicycle safety 
features required by law. The me- 
chanical bicycle was obtained for the 
safety program through a grant from 
the Illinois Dept. of Transportation. 


Village drops 
cotle charges 
against complex 


The Village of Wheeling has dis- 


missed charges against the owner of

The inspections were 
made at the request of an owner of 
other buildings in the 12-building com- 
plex. 


THE INSPECTORS issued five cita- 


tions tc Pearlman for garbage in the 
hallways and parking lots, weeds and 
grass taller than eight inches, insect 
infestation of an apartment at 185 
Wildwood Ln. and broken handrails on 
two interior stairways. 


Violations cited by the inspectors in- 


cluded collapsed sidewalks, debris 
and garbage in the basement and 
parking lots, torn screens, broken tile 
in hallways, broken railings on stair- 
ways and stagnant water in broken 
washing machines. 


Residents also complained of rats 


and roaches in several buildings. 


Mrs. Nicklas said Pearlman could 


have been fined from 95 to $500 for 
each violation.

McCoy proposes new curb on sprinkling 


A new 
Buffalo Grove sprinkling 


curb, which would restrict outside wa- 
ter use from 3 to 9 p.m. daily, has 
been proposed by Public Works Direc- 
tor Charles McCoy. 


McCoy's proposal will be reviewed 


by the village board at 8 p.m. today 
at village hall. 50 Raupp Blvd. 


The current sprinkling limit allows 


persons living at even-numbered ad- 
dresses to water lawns, and gardens 


on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Sundays. 
Those at odd-numbered addresses can 
water on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Saturdays, No sprinkling is allowed on 
Fridays to allow reservoirs to refill. 


McCoy said the new proposal would 


make it easier to enforce evenly and 
spread out water use. 


"The day after the limitation on 


sprinkling we find that people sprinkle 
all at one time thereby increasing our 


maximum hour demand," he said in a 
report to the board. 


"BY LIMITING the use of water be- 


tween 3 and 9 p.m. every day when 
our peak domestic flows occur, our 
water 
usage 
will 
approach con- 


sistency," he said. 


McCoy said the village has not run 


out of water during peak usage hours, 
"but we had a few days where we 
were quite concerned." 


September flu plan still on: Wheeling 


Wheeling officials continue to pre- 


pare for a September swine-flu clinic 
despite an announcement that the 
Cook County Health Dept. has delayed 
plans for mass inoculation. 


Jane Terbell, Wheeling village sani- 


tarian, Friday said the village still is 
planning the clinic for residents of 


Wheeling, Prospect Heights and Buf- 
falo Grove. 


"We're eventually going to have it. 


We just can't drop everything and 
then whip it up again in two days," 
she said. 


The Cook County Health Dept. last 


week delayed plans for mass in- 


oculation against swine influenza be- 
cause the federal government has not 
resolved the problem of liability for 
vaccine producers. 


DR. COLETTE Rasmussen, chief of 


preventive medicine for the county, 
said the inoculation program will not

He said he hopes to have the pro- 


posal in effect by September. 


Most northwest suburbs have alter- 


nate day sprinkling restrictions. Elk 
Grove Village has a total ban on out- 
side water use and Hoffman Estates 
has a sprinkling ordinance similar to 
McCoy's proposal. 


Buffalo Grove has approved con- 


struction of an $800,000 well to add to 
the village's water supply. There are 
now four deep and one shallow well 
operating in the village. 


MCCOY SAID new wells are a tem- 


porary solution to the water problem, 
and that a new water source must be 
found for the northwest suburbs by 
the year 2000. 


"We're mining water at a faster 


rate than the ground can restore it," 
he said. 


"If something is not done in terms 


of finding a new water supply within 
the century, we're going to have a 
serious problem. That's why we have 
to start planning for it now," he said. 


McCoy said Buffalo Grove will have 


water shortages if the weather be- 
comes very dry or one of the wells 
breaks down.

Village 
to grow its 
own grove

Keeping the "grove" in Buffalo 


Grove is a project that traditionally 
has kept public works officials busy 
and budget surpluses low. 


But this year, in an attempt to curb 


the cost involved in replacing dead 
and diseased trees, the village is plan- 
ning its own tree farm — a project 
unique in the Northwest suburbs. 


"Every year we run into a deficit on 


replacing trees." said Public Works 
Director Charles McCoy. "This year 
we estimate we'll have to replace 
100." 


At an average cost of about $82 per 


tree, the department would spend 
$8,200 on one year's tree replacement 
program. 


McCoy said the village will buy 225 


trees in early growing stages at $4 or 
$5 a tree, grow them, and save about 
$14,000 over a five-year period. 


THE TREE FARM will be com- 


posed of five varieties on several 
acres between the public works build- 
ing and St. Mary's Church Cemetery 
along Checker Road near Raupp 
Boulevard. 


The plantings will cost about 51,000, 


McCoy 
said, but could 
generate 


$14,800 worth of trees by 1981. Those 
figures are based on today's prices 
and an anticipated 20 per cent death 
rate, he said. 


"I don't know of any other commu- 


nities that have tried this," he said. 


McCoy said the street and bridge 


department will be in charge of main- 
taining the farm.

Jim Szajkovics spends most of his 


working hours "under the weather." 


But Szajkovics' job has absolutely 


no ill effect on his health. In fact, Jim 
is eager to tell how much he enjoys 
his work. 


And hundreds of private pilots with 


whom Szajkovics comes in contact 
each day can tell you they depend on 
the vitnl service he performs. 


Szajkovics is one of about 49 weath- 


er briefers who provide 24-hour staff- 
ing for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration's Flight Service Station at Du- 
Page County Airport, West Chicago. 


THE BRIEFERS are responsible 


for furnishing private pilots in most 
areas of northern Illinois with current 
and future weather advisories. Their 
weather Information is always accu- 
rate, coming from the latest in moni- 
toring equipment as well as direct 


teletype lines with the United States 
Weather Service. 


The DuPage flight service station is 


the third busiest in the United States, 
having aided more than 925,000 pilots 
each year for the past several years. 


The station is a support function for 


Chicago Center Air Traffic Control 
Center, Aurora. 


Szajkovics says the objectives of a 


weather briefer's job are two-fold. 
"We talk to private pilots on the tele- 
phone, giving them weather informa- 
tion before they leave the ground and 
also carry on air-to-ground conversa- 
tions," 


During each briefer's eight-hour 


shift, he will spend half his tour of 
duty in the pilot briefing room, taking 
telephone calls from pilots who plan 
to fly the same day. 


"And, we are also the only source 


private pilots have for entering their 
flight plans with the FAA," Szajkovics 
said. 


THE OTHER half of a briefer's 


work day is spent in the air-to-ground 
room where he talks by radio to air- 
borne pilots. 


Briefers, he said, have the authority 


to prohibit a student pilot from flying 
in bad weather. However, with experi- 
enced pilots, the briefer will caution 
the person "depending on the pilot's 
own particular qualifications." 


Szajkovics considers weather brie- 


fers "a lot more personal" than air- 
traffic controllers. "The controllers 
talk to airplanes, you know, telling 
them to climb to so many feet or de- 
scend to a certain altitude, but we talk 
to people." 


But Szajkovics is quick to empha- 


size his admiration for air-traffic con- 
trollers. 


"These people really do a terrific 


job and always work under tension. 
And we ought to know, because most 
of us briefers were 'washouts' from 
Chicago Center's training program," 
Szajkovics said, explaining the center 
experiences a 60 per cent attrition 
rate for trainees. 


"Our jobs as weather briefers are 


very demanding, too, though. I guess 
you could equate our responsibility 
with that as a captain in an airplane," 
he said. 


BRIEFER TRAINING consists of at 


least 17 weeks of intensive "book 
work" and classroom experience in 
the Oklahoma "West Point" FAA 
runs for its weathermen. 


Briefers 
occasionally 
experience 


very tense moments and in a few 
cases have been required to "talk a 
pilot down." 


Szajkovics told of a busy Sunday af- 


ternoon in late March when the air-to- 
ground robm radios picked up a pilot 
urgently calling "anyone who can 
hear me." 


It was the case of a student pilot 


having become disoriented on a flight 
from Kankakee to Midway. 


"It was a windy day and he had 


veered from his course without realiz- 
ing what happened. When we picked 
him up he was over Lake Michigan 
and didn't realize it," Szajkovics said. 


Working with another briefer who, 


using special navigational aids, was 
able to pick up and chart the pilot's 
course, Szajkovics talked the aircraft 
safely into DuPage County Airport. 
"When the episode started, the pilot 
was about 40 miles northeast of us 
and I had him in and down in 30 min-

Torrential downpour, 
flood kill 60 in Rockies

LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) - A 


mountain river swollen by 10-inch 
rains surged from its banks and swept 
away campers and fishermen in a 
wooded Rocky Mountain canyon Sun- 
day. Towns were isolated and cars, 
trucks and cabins were tossed about 
like toys. 


Authorities said at least 60 persons 


died in the flash flood and scores were 
injured or stranded in the disaster 
which came on Colorado's 100th anni- 
versary as a state. 


Renewed rains hit the flooded area 


before dark Sunday, hampering res- 
cue operations. Authorities feared ad- 
ditional flooding in the popular camp- 
ground area about 45 miles northwest 
of Denver. 


"We have 40 bodies now in the mor- 


tuary," said Larimer County Sheriff 
Bob Watson. "We know of 20 others 
that we haven't been able to get to 
yet." 


A coroner's spokesman said identi- 


fication of the. dead and missing 
would not be made until Monday. 


Damage alone to Bureau of Rec- 


lamation equipment along the 35-mile 
stretch of the Big Thompson River 
was estimated at $1 million. 


Sheriff's deputies estimated about 


4,000 persons were in the canyon when 
heavy rains began Saturday night. Of 
the survivors, many were taken to 
safety by helicopters. 


About 400 survivors who escaped ex- 


ploding propane gas tanks detonated 
by floating logs in the river were tak-

HONG KONG (UPI) - Chinese offi- 


cials warned Sunday a new earth- 
quake might hit Peking at any time 
and urged foreign embassies to evac- 
uate all nonessential personnel.

Teen seized in fire; 
6 persons killed 


Michael McGrath, 19, was arrested Sunday and charged with 


murder and arson in connection with a fire Saturday that left six 
persons dead and injured another person in an apartment building 
on Chicago's North Side. McGrath, who lives only a few buildings 
away from the burned building, was charged with six counts ot 
felony murder, six counts of murder, two counts of arson and one 
count of aggravated battery. He was arrested two hours after the 
fatal fire Saturday for allegedly setting a fire in his own apart- 
ment building, police investigator Ted O'Connor said. He set the 
fire because he was angry about being evicted from the building, 
O'Connor said. An investigation uncovered evidence linking 
McGrath to the fatal fire in the neighboring building, O'Connor 
said. A motive has not been determined for the second and fatal 
fire. 


Herbal cii^arels may impair health 


Herbal cigarets, teas and capsules may cause unpleasant men- 


tal and physical reactions, according to a report in this week's 
Journal of the American Medical Assn. based in Chicago. Dr. 
Ronald Siegel of the UCLA school of medicine said the herbal 
products — readily available in health food stores and by mar? 
order from suppliers and importers — contain substantial amounts 
of psychoactive substances. He said their use may result in a 
number of Intoxications requiring medical attention, Siegel said 
192 distinct herbs are commercially available as smoking sub- 
stances, mostly in cigarets. Often the cigarets contain nonpsy- 
choactive ingredients like yerba, santa, rosemary, thyme, mulein 
and spearmint. But nearly half of them do contain plants with 
known mind-altering effects, he said.

Gov. Daniel Walker plans to announce this week how much 


money he believes the state can afford for school aid and how he 
thinks it should be divided among Illinois school districts. The 
announcement probably will include at least one veto—reducing the 
$1.309 billion the legislature appropriated for general aid to schools 
for fiscal 1977. 


Fringe parties seek spots on ballot 


As many as five minor-party slates could be on the ballot in 


November if last-minute efforts to meet legal filing requirements 
are successful. Several fringe parties planned to submit candidate 
lists to the Illinois Board of Elections today, which is the filing 
deadline. Still scrambling for nominating signatures over the 
weekend was Collinsville lawyer Dakln Williams who, denied a 
chance to run in the Democratic primary, has vowed to enter the 
Nov. 2 general election as an Independent American Party candi- 
date for governor. However, Williams last week was still 5,000 
names shy of the 25,000 needed to get a third party slate on the 
ballot. The Communist Party of Illinois and the Socialist Labor 
Party have already submitted their state and national tickets and 
the U.S. Labor Party and the Socialist Workers Party planned to 
turn their slates in today.

The environment 
Mining threatens farms: report 


by LEA TONKIN 


Prime Illinois farm land is threat- 


ened by unnecessary strip mining of 
coal, said a recent report by the Envi- 
ronmental Policy Institute (EPI), a 
Washington, D.C. based educational 
group. 


The EPI 
report contends that 


"much of the agricultural land in Illi- 
nois which is underlain with strip- 
pable coal reserves is very good in- 
deed, if not exceptional, and should be 
protected as one of the nation's most 
valuable resources." 


The non-profit group said there is 


more deep minable coal in the four 
Illinois counties — Sangamon, Jeffer- 
son, Macoupin and Montgomery — 
than reserves suitable for strip min- 
ing. Despite this finding, the EPI 
said, strip mining activity continues 
to gobble some 5,000 to 6,000 acres of 
farm land in Illinois each year. 


Using data compiled by the U.S. 


Soil Conservation Service and Univer- 
sity of Illinois researchers, 
EPI 


writer John Doyle Jr. said as much as 
2 to 3 million acres of Illinois farm- 
land stand to be affected by strip min- 
ing if present practices continue. 
"There are serious questions as to 
whether the high capability agricul- 
tural lands strip mined for coal can 
be returned to their original capac- 
ities within an acceptable period of 
time," he said. "The question in this 
instance is not whether agricultural 
lands can be reclaimed, but rather, 
can they be restored to their full pro- 
ductive capability." 


PUBLIC COMMENT on a U.S. 


Army Corps of Engineers study of ur- 
ban water damage problems in the 
Chicago-South End of Lake Michigan 
(C-SeLM) will be accepted through 


Friday. Scheduled for completion in 
1987, the study will include water- 
sheds in Lake, Cook, DuPage and Will 
counties in Illinois and three north- 
west Indiana counties.

Storm seeding is based on the prem- 


ise that water cooled below the freez- 
ing point but still in liquid form can 
be induced to freeze by seeding it with 
silver iodide crystals. As the wa- 
ter freezes, releasing heat energy, it 
causes the cloud to grow. Thus, an in- 
tense storm would spread into a mod- 
erate one.

U.S. airlines lost $84 million in 75 


U.S. Airlines lose $84 million 3/36— 


Airlines in the United States in 1975 


lost about $84 million, and the Air 
Transport Assn. of America is calling 
it "the second largest industry loss in 
history." 


An industry report issued by the as- 


sociation blames the loss on the lack 
of growth in airline traffic during a 
recession year and soaring inflation. 


"Increases in the cost of fuel during 


the year amounted to $.05 billion," the 
report states. "Elinination of just a 
fraction of this cost alone would have 
resulted in a profitable year for the 
industry." 


The association blamed the faltering 


economy for a slight decline in air 
traffic, from 207 million passengers 
in 1974 to 205 million in 1975. A surge 
in traffic during the last quarter 
brought the year-end figures near 


1974 levels, and thaet trend continued 
into 1976. 


The air freight market responded 


to the economic upswing in the last 
quarter of 1975, but year-end figures 
showed a 2 5 per cent decrease in vol- 


ALTHOUGH LABOR costs amount 


to about 40 per cent of airline oper- 
ating costs, the report said increased 
fuel costs have had the largest impact 
on airline finances. 


Airline safety improved in 1975 the 


report states. Only three fatal acci- 
dents occurred that year, the fewest 


fatal accidents since 1949. 


"The number of fatalities — 124 — 


was the lowest since 1957," the report 
states. 


The report shows that United Air- 


lines is the largest U.S. carrier, with 
nearly 30 million persons using its 
planes in 1975. It also flew more than 
26 billion revenue passenger miles, 
the most of any U.S. airline. 


Statistics in the report show that 


only the automobile is more popular 
than the airplane for intercity passen- 
ger travel.

Model thresher 
reaps memories 
of Stebbeds' past

Floyd Stcbbcds isn't as willing as 


some folks to give up the past. 


He is a native of the rolling farm 


lands ol Iowa where he and his wife, 
Waunita. owned a farm in the early 
MOS. 


"One of the hest things about those 


clays." Stebbeds remembers, was op- 
erating a steam-powered threshing 
machine to harvest the autumn oats. 


Those early days on the farm are 


pone now. Lured off the farm by the 
big city. Stebbeds has been a mechan- 
ic for United Air Lines foe the past 24 
years and makes his home in Des 
Plaines. He often thinks about central 
Iowa and wishes to return. 


"I WANT TO go back, and it's just 


a matter of time," said Stebbeds, 56, 
who will wait six more years before 
retiring with his wife to the Iowa 
countryside, 


While waiting out his retirement 


Stebbeds has constructed a scale mod- 
el of the J.I. Case 65-horsepower 
steam engine threshing machine he 
used to ride down home on the farm. 


The 183-pound model is anything but 


a big toy for on overgrown kid, he 
said. 


It took him more than three years 


to build the engine. The iron, brass 
and other metal materials that he 
molded himself cost him about $950, 
he said. 


"I did it because it was a challenge 


and because I enjoy tinkering around 
with this stuff," said Stebbeds, who 


has put in an average of two hours 
each clay in his basement workshop 
since late 1972. 


Curious neighbors have been gath- 


ering in front of the family's home, 
1320 Fifth Ave., during the past week 
while Stebbeds "test drives" the en- 
gine on his driveway. 


Coal or wood chips are shoved into 


the machine's tiny firebox and ig- 
nited. Water is poured through the en- 
gine's copper tubes. As steam begins 
billowing out of the front stack, the 
t h r e s h e r begins "chug-chugging" 
down the pavement. 


The model, which stands about 16 


inches high and 42 inches long, looks 
more like an old, black steam engine 
that pulled trains across the prairies 
in the late 1800s and early 1900s. 


STEBBEDS AND his wife plan to 


visit several steam engine shows in 
the Midwest next month to exhibit the 
vehicle, which took an estimated 1,500 
manhours to build and is valued at 
$2,500, he said. 


"I'll just keep making more of 


these. I plan on building a miniature 
saw mill this winter," Stebbeds said. 


"I work all day with airplanes. I 


enjoy coming home and working on 
the kind of engine that helped to bring 
us where we are today with our mod- 
ern technology," he said. 


"I think it's part of the past that 


will always be with us, in one way or 
another. And it means something spe- 
cial to me too."

False burglar alarms 
prompt fee scale study 


A sliding fee scale for firms that 


have frequent false burglar alarms 
may be adopted by Elk Grove Village. 


The scale would be similar to one 


that has been proposed for coin-oper- 
ated game machines. 


"We should take the same line of 


logic and make him (the firm with the 
false alarms) pay the cost he is creat- 
ing," said Trustee Edward W. Kenna 
Jr. 
Kenna 
is 
chairman 
of the 


judiciary, planning and zoning com- 
mittee, which has studied both coin- 
operated games and the false alarm 
problem. 


The fee scale for coin-operated ma- 


chines would be based on the number 
of machines at any one location. Bur- 
glar alarm fees would be scaled to the 
number of false alarms. 


THE COIN-OPERATED 
machine 


fee would range from $25 per machine 
for small centers to $125 per machine 
for larger centers, when the village 
board approves the licensing change. 


Village Atty. Edward C. Hofert said 


it may be possible to charge a sliding 
fee for burglar alarms as'long as the 
charge remains a fee and not a penal- 
ty. 


The village police department has 


been plagued with 
false 
burglar 


alarms the past 30 months. There 
were 3,162 false calls from burglary 
alarm systems during 1974 and 3,369 
false burglary calls last year. 


Village officials say it costs the vil- 


lage $15.32 an hour for two policemen 
to respond to an emergency alarm.

begin earning more today. Their sala- 
ry increases range from $500 to $2,100 
and from 3 per cent to 16.67 per cent. 


The village board decided to delay 


the raises for three months as an al- 
ternative to either granting a smaller 
.salary increase or increasing taxes. 
During the budget hearings, Finance 
Director George C. Coney predicted 
the village would have a money-flow 
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problem during July because ex- 
penses would outstrip income. 


CONEY SAID Friday that the cash- 


flow situation was "close" in the wa- 
ter and sewer account and the pre- 
dicted problem in the general corpo- 
rate account might occur in August. 


Asked if there would be enough 


money for the Aug. 13 payroll. Coney 
said, "There's always enough for the 
payroll." 


With the raises, the maximum an- 


nual salaries will range from $6,708 to 
$16.692 for clerical and office person- 
nel: from $9,432 to $15,348 for public 
works personnel; from 
$13,020 to 


$16,728 for police patrolmen and fire- 
men:- from $16,284 to $19,236 for police 
sergeants and fire lieutenants; and 
from $18,720 to $22,128 for police lieu- 
tenants and fire captains. 


The village's top administrator, Vil- 


lage Mgr. Charles A. Willis received a 
5.3 per cent increase to $31,500. Other 
top officials' salaries will be $26,000 
for Coney; $24,800 for Public Works 
Director Donald L. Ciaglia; $21,900 for 
Assistant Public Works Director Jack 
Andrews: $20,000 for Water Supt. 
James Clementi; $21,000 for Building 
Comr. Thomas F. Rettenbacher; and 
$15.435 for Health Coordinator Nancy 
Yiannias. 


Fire Chief John Henrici's new sala- 


ry will be $24,500 and Police Chief 
Harry J. Jenkins will get $23,250. 


In all cases, the employes and ad- 


ministrators will receive less than the 
full salary figures this year because 
only nine months will be paid at the 
new rate.

Jim Szajkovics spends most of his 


working hours "under the weather." 


But Szajkovics" job has absolutely 


no ill effect on his health. In fact, Jim 
is eager to tell how much he enjoys 
his work. 


And hundreds of private pilots with 


whom Szajkovics comes In contact 
each day can tell you they depend on 
the vital service he performs. 


Szajkovics is one of about 49 weath- 


er briefers who provide 24-hour staff- 
ing for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration's Flight Service Station at Du- 
Page County Airport, West Chicago, 
. THE BRIEFERS are responsible 
for furnishing private pilots in most 
areas of northern Illinois with current 
and future weather advisories. Their 
weather information is always accu- 
rate, coming from the latest in moni- 
toring equipment as well as direct 


teletype lines with the United States 
Weather Service. 


The DuPage flight service station is 


the third busiest in the United States, 
having aided more than 925,000 pilots 
each year for the past several years. 


The station is a support function for 


Chicago Center Air Traffic Control 
Center, Aurora. 


Szajkovics says the objectives of a 


weather briefer's job are two-fold. 
"We talk to private pilots on the tele- 
phone, giving them weather informa- 
tion before they leave the ground and 
also carry on air-to-ground conversa- 
tions." 


During each briefer's eight-hour 


shift, he will spend half his tour of 
duty in the pilot briefing room, taking 
telephone calls from pilots who plan 
to fly the same day. 


"And, we are also the only source 


private pilots have for entering their 
flight plans with the FAA," Szajkovics 
said. 


THE OTHER half of a briefer's 


work day is spent in the air-to-ground 
room where he talks by radio, to air- 
borne pilots. 


Briefers, he said, have the authority 


to prohibit a student pilot from flying 
in bad weather. However, with experi- 
enced pilots, the briefer will caution 
the person "depending on the pilot's 
own particular qualifications." 


Szajkovics considers weather brie- 


fers "a lot more personal" than air- 
traffic controllers. "The controllers 
talk to airplanes, you know, telling 
them to climb to so many feet or de- 
scend to a certain altitude, but we talk 
to people." 
', 


But Szajkovics is quick to empha- 


size his admiration for air-traffic con- 
trollers. 


"These people really do a terrific 


job and always work under tension. 
And we ought to know, because most 
of us briefers were 'washouts' from 
Chicago Center's training program," 
Szajkovics said, explaining the center 
experiences a 60 per cent attrition 
rate for trainees. 


"Our jobs as weather briefers are 


very demanding, too, though. I guess 
you could equate our responsibility 
with that as a captain in an airplane," 
he said. 


BRIEFER TRAINING consists of at 


least 17 weeks of intensive "book 
work" and classroom experience in 
the Oklahoma "West Point" FAA 
runs for its weathermen. 


Briefers 
occasionally 
experience 


very tense moments and in a few 
cases have been required to "talk a 
pilot down." 


Szajkovics told of a busy Sunday af- 


ternoon in late March when the air-to- 
ground room radios picked up a pilot 
urgently calling "anyone who can 
hear me." 


It was the case of a student pilot 


having become disoriented on a flight 
from Kankakee to Midway. 


"It was a windy day and he had 


veered from his course without realiz- 
ing what happened. When we picked 
him up he was over Lake Michigan 
and didn't realize it," Szajkovics said. 


Working with another briefer who, 


using special navigational aids, was 
able to pick up and chart the pilot's 
course, Szajkovics talked the aircraft 
safely into DuPage County Airport. 
"When the episode started, the pilot 
was about 40 miles northeast of us 
and I had him in and down in 30 min-

Torrential downpour., 
flood kill 60 in Rockies

LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) - A 


mountain river swollen by 10-inch 
rains surged from its banks and swept 
away campers and fishermen in a 
wooded Rocky Mountain canyon Sun- 
day. Towns were isolated and cars, 
trucks and cabins were tossed about 
like toys. 


Authorities said at least 60 persons 


died in the flash flood and scores were 
injured or stranded in the disaster 
which came on Colorado's 100th anni- 
versary as a state. 


Renewed rains hit the flooded area 


before dark Sunday, hampering res- 
cue operations. Authorities feared ad- 
ditional flooding in the popular camp- 
ground area about 45 miles northwest 
of Denver. 


"We have 40 bodies now in the mor- 


tuary," said Larimer County Sheriff 
Bob Watson. "We know of 20 others 
that we haven't been able to get to 
yet." 


A coroner's spokesman said identi- 


fication of the dead and missing 
would not be made until Monday. 


Damage alone to Bureau of Rec- 


lamation equipment along the 35-mile 
stretch of the Big Thompson River 
was estimated at $1 million. 


Sheriff's deputies estimated about 


4,000 persons were in the canyon when 
heavy rains began Saturday night. Of 
the survivors, many were taken to 
safety by helicopters. 


About 400 survivors who escaped ex- 


ploding propane gas tanks detonated 
by floating logs in the river were tak-

Foreigners urged 
to leave quake areas 


HONG KONG (UPI) - Chinese offi- 


cials warned Sunday a new earth- 
quake might hit Peking at any time 
and urged foreign embassies to evac- 
uate all nonessential personnel.

Teen seized in fire; 
6 persons killed 


Michael McGrath, 19, was arrested Sunday and charged with 


murder and arson in connection with a fire Saturday that left six 
persons dead and injured another person in an apartment building 
on Chicago's North Side. McGrath, who lives only a few buildings 
away from the burned building, was charged with six counts of 
felony murder, six counts of murder, two counts of arson and one 
count of aggravated battery. He was arrested two hours after the 
fatal fire Saturday for allegedly setting a fire in his own apart- 
ment building, police investigator Ted O'Connor said. He set the 
fire because he was angry about being evicted from the building, 
O'Connor said. An investigation uncovered evidence linking 
McGrath to the fatal fire in the neighboring building, O'Connor 
said. A motive has not been determined for the second and fatal 
fire. 


Herbal cigarels may impair health 


Herbal clgarets, teas and capsules may cause unpleasant men- 


tal and physical reactions, according to a report in this week's 
Journal of the American Medical Assn. based in Chicago. Dr. 
Ronald Siegel of the UCLA school of medicine said the herbal 
products — readily available in health food stores and by maiT 
order from suppliers and importers — contain substantial amounts 
of psychoactive substances. He said their use may result in a 
number of intoxications requiring medical attention. Siegel said 
192 distinct herbs are commercially available as smoking sub- 
stances, mostly in cigarets. Often the cigarets contain nonpsy- 
choactive ingredients like yerba, santa, rosemary, thyme, mulein 
and spearmint, But nearly half of them do contain plants with 
known mind-altering effects, he said.

Walker decision 
due on school aid 


Gov. Daniel Walker plans to announce this week how much 


money he believes the state can afford for school aid and how he 
thinks it should be divided among Illinois school districts. The 
announcement probably will include at least one veto—reducing the 
$1.309 billion the legislature appropriated for general aid to schools 
for fiscal 1977. 


Fringe parties seek spots on ballot 


As many as five minor-party slates could be on the ballot in 


November If last-minute efforts to meet legal filing requirements 
are successful. Several fringe parties planned to submit candidate 
lists to the Illinois Board of Elections today, which is the filing 
deadline. Still scrambling for nominating signatures over the 
weekend was Collinsville lawyer Dakin Williams who, denied a 
chance to run in the Democratic primary, has vowed to enter the 
Nov. 2 general election as an Independent American Party candi- 
date for governor. However, Williams last week was still 5,000 
names shy of the 25,000 needed to get a third party slate on the 
ballot. The Communist Party of Illinois and the Socialist Labor 
Party have already submitted their state and national tickets and 
the U.S. Labor Party and the Socialist Workers Party planned to 
turn their slates in today. 


Convict captured in Kankakee bar 


Michael Hamilton, 38, East St. Louis, who escaped from the 


Menard Correctional Center July 25, was captured Saturday by 
police in a Kankakee tavern. Hamilton was serving a 15-to 30-year 
prison sentence for armed robbery when he escaped from the 
center's minimum security section, said Ed McCarthy, public edu- 
cation officer for the Illinois Dept. of Corrections. McCarthy said 
Hamilton was returned to the center and would be charged with 
escape. 


Pilot killed near Jerseyville 


The pilot of a small private plane was killed Sunday in the crash 


of the craft in a field near Illinois Rte. 16 just west of Jerseyville. 
State police withheld the identity of the victim. Police said she 
was en route from Civic Memorial airport in Alton to Colorado. 


Engineers strike at WIU 


About 30 members of Local 8 of the Operating Engineers Union 


went on strike at 12:01 a.m. Sunday at Western Illinois University, 
Macomb. The strikers, including operating engineers, maintenance 
employes and firemen, voted to walk out in protest of the failure 
of the state to meet their demands for a 60-cent per hour pay 
increase. The state has offered a 25-cent per hour increase. Super- 
visory personnel worked on a part-time basis to operate the uni- 
versity's heating plant, which supplies air conditioning and hot 
water to the school. The strike also could affect food services and 
maintenance repairs. 


Farm land here 
threatened by 
mining: report 


by LEA TONKIN 


Prime Illinois farm land is threat- 


ened by unnecessary strip mining of 
coal, said a recent report by the Envi- 
ronmental Policy Institute (EPI), a 
Washington, D.C. based educational 
group. 


The EPI report contends 
that 


"much of the agricultural land in Illi- 
nois which is underlain with strip- 
pable coal reserves is very good in- 
deed, if not exceptional, and should be 
protected as one of the nation's most 
valuable resources." 


The non-profit group said there is 


more deep minable coal in the four 
Illinois counties — Sangamon, Jeffer- 
son, Macoupin and Montgomery — 
than reserves suitable for strip min- 
ing. Despite this finding, the EPI 
said, strip mining activity continues 
to gobble some 5,000 to 6,000 acres of 
farm land in Illinois each year. 


The environment 


Using data compiled by the U.S. 


Soil Conservation Service and Univer- 
sity of .Illinois researchers, 
EPI 


writer John Doyle Jr. said as much as 
2 to 3 million acres of Illinois farm- 
land stand to be affected by strip min- 
ing if present practices continue. 
"There are serious questions as to 
whether the high capability agricul- 
tural lands strip mined for coal can 
be returned to their original capac- 
ities within an acceptable period of 
time," he said. "The question in this 
instance is not whether agricultural 
lands can be reclaimed, but rather, 
can they be restored to their full pro- 
ductive capability." 


PUBLIC COMMENT on a U.S. 


Army Corps of Engineers study of ur- 
ban water damage problems in the 
Chicago-South End of Lake Michigan 
(C-SeLM) will be accepted through 
Friday. Scheduled for completion in 
1987, the study will include water- 
sheds in Lake, Cook, DuPage and Will 
counties in Illinois and three north- 
west Indiana counties. The purpose of 
the study is to consider water damage 
problems caused by flooding and 
backup of sewers.

suggesting cloud seeding can tame 
hurricanes, government researchers 
hope to develop techniques to sup- 
press dangerous tropical storms.

U n d e r "Project Stormfury" ex- 
periments so far have been conducted 
in the Atlantic Ocean. 


Storm seeding is based on the prem- 


ise that water cooled below the freez- 
ing point but still in liquid form can 
be induced to freeze by seeding it with 
silver iodide crystals. As the wa- 
ter freezes, releasing heat energy, it 
causes the cloud to grow. Thus, an in- 
tense storm would spread into a mod- 
erate one.

has put in an average of two hours 
each day in his basement workshop 
since late 1972. 


Curious neighbors have been gath- 


ering in front of the family's home, 
1320 Fifth Ave., during the past week 
while Stebbeds "test drives" the en- 
gine on his driveway. 


Coal or wood chips are shoved into 


the machine's tiny firebox and ig- 
nited. Water is poured through the en- 
gine's copper tubes. As steam begins 
billowing out of the front stack, the 
t h r e s h e r begins "chug-chugging" 
down the pavement. 


The model, which stands about 16 


inches high and 42 inches long, looks 
more like an old, black steam engine 
that pulled trains across the prairies 
in the late 1800s and early 1900s. 


STEBBEDS AND his wife plan to 


visit several steam engine shows in 
the Midwest next month to exhibit the 
vehicle, which took an estimated 1,500 
manhours to build and is valued at 
$2,500, he said. 


"I'll just keep making more of 


these. 1 plan on building a miniature 
saw mill this winter," Stebbeds said. 


"I work all day with airplanes I 


enjoy coming home and working nn 
the kind of engine that helped to bring 
us where we are today with our mod- 
ern technology," he said. 


"I think it's part of the past that 


will always be with us, in one way or 
another. And it means something spe- 
cial to me too."

Weather it's 
good or bad., 
the briefer is 
always there

Jim Szajkovics spends most of his 


working hours "under the weather." 


But Szajkovics' job has absolutely 


no ill effect on his health. In fact, Jim 
is eager to tell how much he enjoys 
his work. 


And hundreds of private pilots with 


whom Szajkovics comes in contact 
each day can tell you they depend on 
the vital service he performs. 


Szajkovics Is one of about 49 weath- 


er briefers who provide 24-hour staff- 
ing for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration's Flight Service Station at Du- 
Page County Airport, West Chicago. 


THE BRIEFERS are responsible 


for furnishing private pilots in most 
areas of northern Illinois with current 
and future weather advisories. Their 
weather Information is always accu- 
rate, coming from the latest in moni- 
toring equipment as well as direct 


teletype lines with the United States 
Weather Service. 


The DuPage flight service station is 


the third busiest in the United States, 
having aided more than 925,000 pilots 
each year for the past several years. 


The station is a support function for 


Chicago Center Air Traffic Control 
Center, Aurora. 


Szajkovics says the objectives of a 


weather briefer's job are two-fold. 
"We talk to private pilots on the tele- 
phone, giving them weather informa- 
tion before they leave the ground and 
also carry on air-to-ground conversa- 
tions." 


During each briefer's eight-hour 


shift, he will spend half his tour of 
duty in the pilot briefing room, taking 
telephone calls from pilots who plan 
to fly the same day. 


"And, we are also the only source 


private pilots have for entering their 
flight plans with the FAA," Szajkovics 
said. 


THE OTHER half of a briefer's 


work day is spent in the air-to-ground 
room where he talks by radio to air- 
borne pilots. 


Briefers, he said, have the authority 


to prohibit a student pilot from flying 
in bad weather. However, with experi- 
enced pilots, the briefer will caution 
the person "depending on the pilot's 
own particular qualifications." 


Szajkovics considers weather brie- 


fers "a lot more personal" than air- 
traffic controllers. "The controllers 
talk to airplanes, you know, telling 
them to climb to so many feet or de- 
scend to a certain altitude, but we talk 
to people." 


But Szajkovics is quick to empha- 


size his admiration for air-traffic con- 
trollers. 


"These people really do a terrific 


job and always work under tension. 
And we ought to know, because most 
of us briefers were 'washouts' from 
Chicago Center's training program," 
Szajkovics said, explaining the center 
experiences a 60 per cent attrition 
rate for trainees. 


"Our jobs as weather briefers are 


very demanding, too, though. I guess 
you could equate our responsibility 
with that as a captain in an airplane," 
he said. 


BRIEFER TRAINING consists of at 


least 17 weeks of intensive "book 
work" and classroom experience in 
the Oklahoma "West Point" FAA 
runs for its weathermen. 


Briefers 
occasionally 
experience 


very tense moments and in a few 
cases have been required to "talk a 
pilot down." 


Szajkovics told of a busy Sunday af- 


ternoon in late March when the air-to- 
ground room radios picked up a pilot 
urgently calling "anyone who can 
hear me." 


It was the case of a student pilot 


having become disoriented on a flight 
from Kankakee to Midway. 


"It was a windy day and he had 


veered from his course without realiz- 
ing what happened. When we picked 
him up he was over Lake Michigan 
and didn't realize it," Szajkovics said. 


Working with another briefer who, 


using special navigational aids, was 
able to pick up and chart the pilot's 
course, Szajkovics talked the aircraft 
safely into DuPage County Airport. 
"W.hen the episode started, the pilot 
was about 40 miles northeast of us 
and I had him in and down in 30 min-

Torrential downpour., 
flood kill 60 in Rockies

LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) - A 


mountain river swollen by 10-inch 
rains surged from its banks and swept 
away campers and fishermen in a 
wooded Rocky Mountain canyon Sun- 
day. Towns were isolated and cars, 
trucks and cabins were tossed about 
like toys. 


Authorities said at least 60 persons 


died in the flash flood and scores were 
injured or stranded in the disaster 
which came on Colorado's 100th anni- 
versary as a state. 


Renewed rains hit the flooded area 


before dark Sunday, hampering res- 
cue operations. Authorities feared ad- 
ditional flooding in the popular camp- 
ground area about 45 miles northwest 
of Denver. 


"We have 40 bodies now in the mor- 


tuary," said Larimer County Sheriff 
Bob Watson. "We know of 20 others 
that we haven't been able to get to 
yet." 


A coroner's spokesman said identi- 


fication of the dead and missing 
would not be made until Monday. 


Damage alone to Bureau of Rec- 


lamation equipment along the 35-mile 
stretch of the Big Thompson River 
was estimated at $1 million. 


Sheriff's deputies estimated about 


4,000 persons were in the canyon when 
heavy rains began Saturday night. Of 
the survivors, many were taken to 
safety by helicopters. 


About 400 survivors who escaped ex- 


ploding propane gas tanks detonated 
by floating logs in the river were tak-

HONG KONG (UPI) - Chinese offi- 


cials warned Sunday a new earth- 
quake might hit Peking at any time 
and urged foreign embassies to evac- 
uate all nonessential personnel. More 
than half of the U.S. dependents were 
immediately booked on flights out of 
China. 


Most other embassies also began

Teen seized in fire; 
6 persons killed 


Michael McGratli, 1!), was arrested Sunday and charged with 


murder and arson in connection with a fire Saturday that left six 
persons dead and injured another person in an apartment building 
on Chicago's North Side. McGrath, who lives only a few buildings 
away from the burned building, was charged with six counts of 
felony murder, six counts of murder, two counts of arson and one 
count of aggravated battery. He was arrested two hours after the 
fata! fire Saturday for allegedly setting a fire in his own apart- 
ment building, police investigator Ted O'Connor said. He set the 
fire because he was angry about being evicted from the building, 
O'Connor said. An investigation uncovered evidence linking 
McGrath to the fatal fire in the neighboring building, O'Connor 
said. A motive has not been determined for the second and fatal 
fire. 


Herbal cigarels may impair health 


Herbal cigarets. teas and capsules may cause unpleasant men- 


tal and physical reactions, according to a report in this week's 
Journal of the American Medical Assn, based in Chicago. Dr. 
Ronald Siegel of the UCLA school of medicine said the herbal 
products — readily available in health food stores and by maiT 
order from suppliers and importers — contain substantial amounts 
of psychoaetive substances. He said their use may result in a 
number of intoxications requiring medical attention. Siegel said 
192 distinct herbs are commercially available as smoking sub- 
stances, mostly in cigarets. Often the cigarets contain nonpsy- 
choactive ingredients like yerba, santa, rosemary, thyme, mulein 
and spearmint. But nearly half of them do contain plants with 
known mind-altering effects, he said.

Walker decision 
due on school aid 


Gov. Daniel Walker plans to announce this week how much 


money he believes the state can afford for school aid and how he 
thinks it should be divided among Illinois school districts. The 
announcement probably will include at least one veto—reducing the 
$1.309 billion the legislature appropriated for general aid to schools 
for fiscal 1977. 


Fringe parties seek spots on ballot 


As many as five minor-party slates could be on the ballot in 


November if last-minute efforts to meet legal filing requirements 
are successful. Several fringe parties planned to submit candidate 
lists to the Illinois Board of Elections today, which is the filing 
deadline. Still scrambling for nominating signatures over the 
weekend was Collinsville lawyer Dakin Williams who, denied a 
chance to run in the Democratic primary, has vowed to enter the 
Nov. 2 general election as an Independent American Party candi- 
date for governor. However, Williams last week was still 5,000 
names shy of the 25,000 needed to get a third party slate on the 
ballot. The Communist Party of Illinois and the Socialist Labor 
Party have already submitted their state and national tickets and 
the U.S. Labor Party and the Socialist Workers Party planned to 
turn their slates in today. 


Convict captured in Kankakee bar 


Michael Hamilton, 38, East St. Louis, who escaped from the 


Menard Correctional Center July 25, was captured Saturday by 
police in a Kankakee tavern. Hamilton was serving a 15-to 30-year 
prison sentence for armed robbery when he escaped from the 
center's minimum security section, said Ed McCarthy, public edu- 
cation officer for the Illinois Dept. of Corrections. McCarthy said 
Hamilton was returned to the center and would be charged with 
escape. 


Pilot killed near Jerseyville 


The pilot of a small private plane was killed Sunday in the crash 


of the craft in a field near Illinois Rte. 16 just west of Jerseyville. 
State police withheld the identity of the victim. Police said she 
was en route from Civic Memorial airport in Alton to Colorado. 


Engineers strike at WIU 


About 30 members of Local 8 of the Operating Engineers Union 


went on strike at 12:01 a.m. Sunday at Western Illinois University, 
Macomb. The strikers, including operating engineers, maintenance 
employes and firemen, voted to walk out in protest of the failure 
of the state to meet their demands for a 60-cent per hour pay 
increase. The state has offered a 25-cent per hour increase. Super- 
visory personnel worked on a part-time basis to operate the uni- 
versity's heating plant, which supplies air conditioning and hot 
water to the school. The strike also could affect food services and 
maintenance repairs. 


Farm land here 
threatened by 
mining: report

Prime Illinois farm land is threat- 


ened by unnecessary strip mining of 
coal, said a recent report by the Envi- 
ronmental Policy Institute (EPI), a 
Washington, D.C. based educational 
group. 


The EPI 
report 
contends that 


"much of the agricultural land in Illi- 
nois which is underlain with strip- 
pable coal reserves is very good in- 
deed, if not exceptional, and should be 
protected as one of the nation's most 
valuable resources." 


The non-profit group said there is 


more deep minable coal in the four 
Illinois counties — Sangamon, Jeffer- 
son, Macoupin and Montgomery — 
than reserves suitable for strip min- 
ing. Despite this finding, the EPI 
said, strip mining activity continues 
to gobble some 5,000 to 6,000 acres of 
farm land in Illinois each year. 


The environment 


Using data compiled by the U.S. 


Soil Conservation Service and Univer- 
sity of Illinois researchers, EPI 
writer John Doyle Jr. said as much as 
2 to 3 million acres of Illinois farm- 
land stand to be affected by strip min- 
ing if present practices continue. 
"There are serious questions as to 
whether the high capability agricul- 
tural lands strip mined for coal can 
be returned to their original capac- 
ities within an acceptable period of 
time," he said. "The question in this 
instance is not whether agricultural 
lands can be reclaimed, but rather, 
can they be restored to their full pro- 
ductive capability." 


PUBLIC COMMENT on a U.S. 


Army Corps of Engineers study of ur- 
ban water damage problems in the 
Chicago-South End of Lake Michigan 
(C-SeLM) will be accepted through 
Friday. Scheduled for completion in 
1987, the study will include water- 
sheds in Lake, Cook, DuPage and Will 
counties in Illinois and three north- 
west Indiana counties. The purpose of 
the study is to consider water damage 
problems caused by flooding and 
backup of sewers.

U n d e r "Project Stormfury" ex- 
periments so far have been conducted 
in the Atlantic Ocean. 


Storm seeding is based on the prem- 


ise that water cooled below the freez- 
ing point but still in liquid form can 
be induced to freeze by seeding it with 
silver iodide crystals. As the wa- 
ter freezes, releasing heat energy, it 
causes the cloud to grow. Thus, an in- 
tense storm would spread into a mod- 
erate one.

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Model thresher reaps boyhood memories 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


Floyd Stebbeds isn't as willing as 


some folks to give up the past. 


He is a native of the rolling farm 


lands of Iowa where he and his wife, 
Waunita, owned a farm in the early 
1940s. 


"One of the best things about those 


days," Stebbeds remembers, was op- 
erating a steam-powered threshing 
machine to harvest the autumn oats. 


Those early days on the farm are 


gone now. Lured off the farm by the 
big city, Stebbeds has been a mechan- 
ic for United Air Lines for the past 24 
years and makes his home in Des 
Plaines. He often thinks about central 
low.a and wishes to return. 


"I WANT TO go back, and it's just 


a matter of time," said Stebbeds, 56, 
who will wait six more years before 
retiring with his wife to the Iowa 
countryside. 


While waiting out his retirement 


Stebbeds has constructed a scale mod- 


el of the J.I. 
Case 65-horsepower 


steam engine threshing machine he 
used to ride down home on the farm. 


The 185-pound model is anything but 


a big toy for an overgrown kid, he 
said. 


It took him more than three years 


to build the engine. The iron, brass 
and other metal materials that he 
molded himself cost him about $950, 
he said. 


"I did it because it was a challenge 


and because I enjoy tinkering around 
with this stuff," said Stebbeds, who 
has put in an average of two hours 
each day in his basement workshop 
since late 1972. 


Curious neighbors have been gath- 


ering in front of the family's home, 
1320 Fifth Ave., during the past week 
while Stebbeds "test drives" the en- 
gine on his driveway. 


Coal or wood chips are shoved into 


the machine's tiny firebox and ig- 
nited. Water is poured through the en- 
gine's copper tubes. As steam begins 


billowing out of the front stack, the 
t h r e s h e r begins "chug-chugging" 
down the pavement. 


The model, which stands about 16 


inches high and 42 inches long, looks 
more like an old, black steam engine 
that pulled trains across the prairies 
in the late 1800s and early 1900s. 


STEBBEDS AND his wife plan to 


visit several steam engine shows in 
the Midwest next month to exhibit the 
vehicle, which took an estimated 1,500 
manhours to build and is valued at 
$2,500, he said. 


"I'll just keep making more of 


these. I plan on building a miniature 
saw mill this winter," Stebbeds said. 


"I work all day with airplanes. I 


enjoy coming home and working on 
the kind of engine that helped to bring 
us where we are today with our mod- 
ern technology," he said. 


"I think it's part of the past that 


will always be with us, in one way or 
another. And it means something spe- 
cial to me too."

Activities in 'holding pattern* 
Township officials set 
to start flu-shot program 


Palatine Township officials say they 


are ready to administer a swine flu 
inoculation program, and are waiting 
for a go-ahead from pharmaceutical 
companies and Cook County. 


"When pharmaceutical companies 


got 
their 
problems 
(of 
liability) 


solved, then it's all-systems-go," said 
Howard I. Olsen, township supervisor. 
"We're in a holding pattern right now. 
We're ready to go." 


Township officials and representa- 


tives of area villages, townships, hos- 
pitals and service organizations met 


for a half hour Saturday morning at 
the Palatine Township Hall, 37 N. 
Plum Grove Rd., Palatine, to discuss 
inoculation plans. 


Officials said inoculation plans are 


at a standstill because the federal 
government has not resolved the ques- 
tion of liability insurance for firms 
that produce the flu vaccine. 


A MEMORANDUM informing Cook

county public health department had

Kimball Hill Park pond

Kimball Hill Park could turn into a 


fishing paradise for local residents if 
a Rolling Meadows Park District ex- 
periment succeeds. 


Later this month the district will be- 


gin to stock a half-acre pond at Kim- 
ball Hill with catfish, bass and blue- 
gills. About 600 fish will be given new 
homes in the lake. 


Steve Person, director of parks and 


recreation, said although the pool will 
not become a professional fisherman's 
dream overnight, city residents would 
be able to use the spot for recreation- 
al fishing. Currently, he said, carp 
and bullheads live in the pond alter 
swimming in from Salt Creek during 
high water periods.

Person said the stocking fish were 


bought from a nursery for about $185. 
He said the stocking will include 
about 500 fingerling-sized hybrid blue- 
gills, 50 five-to-eight inch bass and 50 
catfish. 


If the experiment works, Person 


said the pond will become an especial- 
ly good spot for young fishermen. He 
said several youths now fish in the 
pond, catching whatever is available. 


"WE'RE GOING to put them (the 


fish) in there and hope they live," 
Person said. "If they do, this will 
probably be the first part of a pro- 
gram to stock the pond every few 
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was distributed at the meeting. 


The letter, sent Wednesday by the 


Suburban Cook County Area Agency 
on Aging, Chicago, said, "The deliv- 
ery date of the vaccine and dates for 
the actual administration of the vac- 
cine are indefinite." 


The letter concluded, "For the time 


being, your plans must be held in 
abeyance." 


Olsen told the dozen persons at Sat- 


urday's meeting, "All I can report is 
we're ready, and we appreciate your 
willingness to get ready." 


M. P. Schramm, volunteer coor- 


dinator for the township's inoculation 
program for senior citizens and the 
chronically ill, said tentative plans 
call for inoculations on two con- 
secutive weekends this fall at Sanborn 
School, 101 N. Oak St., Palatine, and 
Rolling Meadows HigV School, 2901 
Central Rd., Rolling Meadows. 


Schramm said paramedics in the 


township have volunteered their ser- 
vices and facilities in administering 
the vaccine and have offered the use 
of ambulances to take vaccines to 
housebound persons. 


As many as 5,000 persons may be 


inoculated in the elderly and chroni- 
cally ill program, Schramm said. He 
said letters are being mailed to doc- 
tors at Alexian Brothers Medical Cen- 
ter, Elk Grove Village, and Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital, Arlington 
Heights, and general practitioners 
asking for lists of chronically ' ill 
patients. 


LETTERS THIS week will be sent 


to senior citizens notifying them of the 
inoculation plans, Schramm added. 


Once the delivery date for the swine 


flu vaccine is confirmed, the township 
steering committee for swine flu in- 
oculations will meet to set inoculation 
times and places and issue a call for 
volunteers, Schramm said. 


Olsen said the best time for admin- 


istering the vaccine is mid-October, 
and by mid-November at the latest, 
Olsen said. He explained the flu sea- 
son starts in mid-November. 


Olsen said he has not received re- 


plies to letters he wrote in July to 
U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12th, and 
U.S. Senators Adlai Stevenson, D-I11., 
and Charles Percy, R-I11., asking 
them to "initiate or support" legisla- 
tion that would provide complete lia- 
bility protection to participants in the 
inoculation program.

Glen repair finish seen in 15 days 


Repair of a leaking roof which that a water leak through the roof of 


caused part of an apartment ceiling 
to collapse in the Whispering Glen 
Apartment complex on 
Algonquin 


Road in Rolling Meadows, is sched- 
uled to be finished within the next 15 
days. 


Sam Gould, representative of the 


complex owners, said reconstruction 
of a roof and three apartment ceilings 
on the second floor of the complex's 
4700 building was progressing. He said 
ceiling repairs would be completed 
within two or three days. Roof repairs 
will be finished within two weeks, he 
added. 


The apartments, Nos. 212, 214, and 


216, were closed to occupancy last 
Monday when Building and Zoning Of- 
ficer John P. Hennessy discovered 


the structure had caused about two- 
thirds of the ceiling in Apt. 212 to fall 
to the floor. 


Apts. 214 and 216 had experienced 


smaller holes and water stains in 
their ceilings. 


RESIDENTS WHO lived in Apts. 21* 


and 218 have been moved to similar 
apartments elsewhere in the complex, 
Gould said. Apt 212 has been vacant 
for about a month. 


Gould said necessary repairs includ- 


ed the complete removal of the ceil- 
ings in the apartments and recover- 
ing and tarring of the 
structure's 


roof. He said a plastic sheet has been 
spread over the floor of the second- 


story apartments to inhibit further 


leakage to first-floor apartments dur- 
ing construction. 


Repairs on the roof began Tuesday, 


although they were threatened for a 
time by a lawsuit filed by the owners 
against a roofing contractor who had 
previously repaired the 
structure. 


Gould has charged the contractors, 
whom he refused to name, made 
faulty repairs on several occasions in 
the past. 


The leak problem was the latest in 


a series of incidents at the complex. 
The apartments have been cited for 
various building code violations in the 
past. 


Hennessy has said, however, that 


the current complex management has 
cooperated \\ith the city whenever re- 
pairs have been sought.

Weather itfs 
good or bad, 
the briefer is 
ahvays there

Jim Szajkovics spends most of his 


working hours "under the weather." 


But Szajkovics' job has absolutely 


no ill effect on his health. In fact, Jim 
is eager to tell how much he enjoys 
his work. 


And hundreds of private pilots with 


whom Szajkovics comes in contact 
each day can tell you they depend on 
the vital service he performs. 


Szajkovics is one of about 49 weath- 


er briefers who provide 24-hour staff- 
ing for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration's Flight Service Station at Du- 
Page County Airport, West Chicago. 


THE BRIEFERS are responsible 


for furnishing private pilots in most 
areas of northern Illinois with current 
and future weather advisories. Their 
weather Information is always accu- 
rate, coming from the latest in moni- 
toring equipment as well as direct 


teletype lines with the United States 
Weather Service. 


The DuPage flight service station is 


the third busiest in the United States, 
having aided more than 925,000 pilots 
each year for the past several years. 


The station is a support function for 


Chicago Center Air Traffic Control 
Center, Aurora. 


Szajkovics says the objectives of a 


weather briefer's job are two-fold. 
"We talk to private pilots on the tele- 
phone, giving them weather informa- 
tion before they leave the ground and 
also carry on air-to-ground conversa- 
tions." 


During each briefer's eight-hour 


shift, he will spend half his tour of 
duty in the pilot briefing room, taking 
telephone calls from Hiots who plan 
to fly the same day. 


"And, we are also the only source 


private pilots have for entering their 
flight plans with the FAA," Szajkovics 
said. 


THE OTHER half of a briefer's 


work day is spent in the air-to-ground 
room where he talks by radio to air- 
borne pilots. 


Briefers, he said, have the authority 


to prohibit a student pilot from flying 
in bad weather. However, with experi- 
enced pilots, the briefer will caution 
the person "depending on the pilot's 
own particular qualifications." 


Szajkovics considers weather brie- 


fers "a lot more personal" than air- 
traffic controllers. "The 
controllers 


talk to airplanes, you know, telling 
them to climb to so many feet or de- 
scend to a certain altitude, but we talk 
to people." 


But Szajkovics is quick to empha- 


size his admiration for air-traffic con- 
trollers. 


"These people really do a terrific 


job and always work under tension. 
And we ought to know, because most 
of us briefers were 'washouts' from 
Chicago Center's training program," 
Szajkovics said, explaining the center 
experiences a 60 per cent attrition 
rate for trainees. 


"Our jobs as weather briefers are 


very demanding, too, though. I guess 
you could equate our responsibility 
with that as a captain in an airplane," 
he said. 


BRIEFER TRAINING consists of at 


least 17 weeks of intensive "book 
work" and classroom experience in 
the Oklahoma "West Point" FAA 
runs for its weathermen. 


Briefers 
occasionally 
experience 


very tense moments and in a few 
cases have been required to "talk a 
pilot down." 


Szajkovics told of a busy Sunday af- 


ternoon in late March when the air-to- 
ground room radios picked up a pilot 
urgently calling "anyone who can 
hear me." 


It was the case of a student pilot 


having become disoriented on a flight 
from Kankakee to Midway. 


"It was a windy day and he had 


veered from his course without realiz- 
ing what happened. When we picked 
him up he was over Lake Michigan 
and didn't realize it," Szajkovics said. 


Working with another briefer who, 


using special navigational aids, was 
able to pick up and chart the pilot's 
course, Szajkovics talked the aircraft 
safely into DuPage County Airport. 
"When the episode started, the pilot 
was about 40 miles northeast of us 
and I had him in and down in 30 min-

Torrential downpour, 
flood kill 60 in Rockies

LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) 
— A 


mountain river swollen by 10-inch 
rains surged from its banks and swept 
away campers and fishermen in a 
wooded Rocky Mountain canyon Sun- 
day. Towns were isolated and cars, 
trucks and cabins were tossed about 
like toys. 


Authorities said at least 60 persons 


died in the flash flood and scores were 
injured or stranded in the disaster 
which came on Colorado's 100th anni- 
versary as a state. 


Renewed rains hit the flooded area 


before dark Sunday, hampering res- 
cue operations. Authorities feared ad- 
ditional flooding in the popular camp- 
ground area about 45 miles northwest 
of Denver. 


"We have 40 bodies now in the mor- 


tuary," said Larimer County Sheriff 
Bob Watson. "We know of 20 others 
that we haven't been' able to get to 
yet." 


A coroner's spokesman said identi- 


fication of the dead and missing 
would not be made until Monday. 


Damage alone to Bureau of Rec- 


lamation equipment along the 33-mile 
stretch of the Big Thompson River 
was estimated at $1 million. 


Sheriff's deputies estimated about 


4,000 persons were in the canyon when 
heavy rains began Saturday night. Of 
the survivors, many were taken to 
safety by helicopters. 


About 400 survivors who escaped ex- 


ploding propane gas tanks detonated 
by floating logs in the river were tak-

Foreigners urged 
to leave quake areas 


HONG KONG (UPI) — Chinese offi- 


cials warned Sunday a new earth- 
quake might hit Peking at any time 
and urged foreign embassies to evac- 
uate all nonessential personnel. More 
than half of the U.S. dependents were 
immediately booked on flights out of 
China. 


Most other embassies also began 


preparing to move dependents to oth- 
er places in China or outside the coun- 
try. 


David Dean, deputy chief of the 


U.S. Liaison Office, said 19 of the U.S. 
dependents had reservations on flights 
to Tokyo and that the remaining 11 
will leave within the next few days. 


He said most will go to Tokyo, Hong 


Kong or Manila. 


In a telephone conversation with 


UPI in Hong Kong, Dean said China 
offered to help in the evacuation. 


The offer came in a statement is- 


sued by the Chinese Foreign Ministry 
that indicated Peking might be hit by 
a new earthquake at any time within 
the month of August, Dean said.

ince of Hopeh last Wednesday rocked

Teen seized in fire; 
6 persons killed 


Michael McGrath, 19, was arrested Sunday and charged with 


murder and arson in connection with a fire Saturday that left six 
persons dead and injured another person in an apartment building 
on Chicago's North Side. McGrath, who lives only a few buildings 
away from the burned building, was charged with six counts of 
felony murder, six counts of murder, two counts of arson and one 
count of aggravated battery. He was arrested two hours after the 
fatal fire Saturday for allegedly setting a fire in his own apart- 
ment building, police investigator Ted O'Connor said. He set the 
fire because he was angry about being evicted from the building, 
O'Connor said. An investigation uncovered evidence linking 
McGrath to the fatal fire in the neighboring building, O'Connor 
said. A motive has not been determined for the second and fatal 
fire. 


Herbal cigarets may impair health 


Herbal cigarets. teas and capsules may cause unpleasant men- 


tal and physical reactions, according to a report in this week's 
Journal of the American Medical Assn. based in Chicago. Dr. 
Ronald Siegel of the UCLA school of medicine said the herbal 
products — readily available in health food stores and by maiT 
order from suppliers and importers — contain substantial amounts 
of psychoactive substances. He said their use may result in a 
number of intoxications requiring medical attention. Siegel said 
192 distinct herbs are commercially available as smoking sub- 
stances, mostly in cigarets. Often the cigarets contain nonpsy- 
choactive ingredients like yerba, santa, rosemary, thyme, mulein 
and spearmint But nearly half of them do contain plants with 
known mind-altering effects, he said.

Walker decision 
due on school aid 


Gov. Daniel Walker plans to announce this week how much 


money he believes the state can afford for school aid and how he 
thinks it should be divided among Illinois school districts. The 
announcement probably will include at least one veto—reducing the 
$1.309 billion the legislature appropriated for general aid to schools 
for fiscal 1977. 


Fringe parlies seek spots on ballot 


As many as five minor-party slates could be on the ballot in 


November if last-minute efforts to meet legal filing requirements 
are successful. Several fringe parties planned to submit candidate 
lists to the Illinois Board of Elections today, which is the filing 
deadline. Still scrambling for nominating signatures over the 
weekend was Collinsville lawyer Dakin Williams who, denied a 
chance to run in the'Democratic primary, has vowed to enter the 
Nov. 2 general election as an Independent American Party candi- 
date for governor. However, Williams last week was still 5,000 
names shy of the 25,000 needed to get a third party slate on the 
ballot. The Communist Party of Illinois and the Socialist Labor 
Party have already submitted their state and national tickets and 
the U.S. Labor Party and the Socialist Workers Party planned to 
turn their slates in today.

Farm land here 
threatened by 
mining: report 


by LEA TONKIN 


Prime Illinois farm land is threat- 


ened by unnecessary strip mining of 
coal, said a recent report by the Envi- 
ronmental Policy Institute (EPI), a 
Washington, D.C. based educational 
group. 


The EPI 
report 
contends 
that 


"much of the agricultural land in Illi- 
nois which is underlain with strip- 
pable coal reserves is very good in-. 
deed, if not exceptional, and should be 
protected as one of the nation's most 
valuable resources." 


The non-profit group said there is 


more deep minable coal in the four 
Illinois counties — Sangamon, Jeffer- 
son, Macoupin and Montgomery — 
than reserves suitable for strip min- 
ing. Despite this finding, the EPI 
said, strip mining activity continues 
to gobble some 5,000 to 6,000 acres of 
farm land in Illinois each year. 


The environment 


Using data compiled by the U.S. 


Soil Conservation Service and Univer.- 
sity of Illinois researchers, 
EPI 


writer John Doyle Jr. said as much as 
2 to 3 million acres of Illinois farm- 
land stand to be affected by strip min- 
ing ' if present practices continue. 
"There are serious questions as to 
whether the high capability agricul- 
tural lands strip mined for coal can 
be returned to their original capac- 
ities within an acceptable period of 
time," he said. "The question in this 
instance is not whether agricultural 
lands can be reclaimed, but rather, 
can they be restored to their full pro- 
ductive capability."

Army Corps of Engineers study of ur- 
ban water damage problems in the 
Chicago-South End of Lake Michigan

ENCOURAGED by new findings 


suggesting cloud seeding can tame 
hurricanes, government researchers 
hope to develop techniques to sup- 
press dangerous tropical storms.

Robert White, head of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration, said reconnaissance flights 
are expected to begin this fall on the 
west coast of Mexico to determine 
whether hurricanes in the area are

for seeding 
experiments. 


U n d e r "Project Stormfury" ex- 
periments so far have been conducted 
in the Atlantic Ocean. 


Storm seeding is based on the prem- 


ise that water cooled below the freez- 
ing point but still in liquid form can 
be induced to freeze by seeding it with 
silver iodide crystals. As the wa- 
ter freezes, releasing heat energy, it 
causes the cloud to grow. Thus, an in- 
tense storm would spread into a mod- 
erate one.

As steam begins 
billowing out of the front stack, the 
t h r e s h e r begins "chug-chugging" 
down the pavement. 


The model, which stands about 16 


inches high and 42 inches long, looks 
more like an old, black steam engine 
that pulled trains across the prairies 
in the late 1800s and early 1900s. 


STEBBEDS AND his wife plan to 


visit several steam engine shows in 
the Midwest next month to exhibit the 
vehicle, which took an estimated 1,500 
manhours to build and is valued at 
$2,500, he said. 


"I'll just keep making more of 


these. I plan on building a miniature 
saw mill this winter," Stebbeds said. 


"I work all day with airplanes. I 


enjoy coming home and working on 
the kind of engine that helped to bring 
us where we are today with our mod- 
ern technology," he said. 


"I think it's part of the past that 


will always be with us, in one way or 
another. And it means something spe- 
cial to me too."

Jim Szajkovics spends most of his 


working hours "under the weather." 


But Siajkovlcs' job has absolutely 


no ill effect on his health. In fact. Jim 
is eager to tell how much he enjoys 
his work. 


And hundreds of private pilots with 


whom Szajkovics comes in contact 
each day can tell you they depend on 
the vital service he performs. 


Szajkovics Is one of about 49 weath- 


er briefers who provide 24-hour staff- 
ing for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration's Flight Service Station at Du- 
Page County Airport. West Chicago. 


THE BRIEFERS are responsible 


for furnishing private pilots in most 
areas of northern Illinois with current 
and future weather advisories. Their 
weather information is always accu- 
rate, coming from the latest in moni- 
toring equipment as well as direct 


teletype lines with the United States 
Weather Service. 


The DuPage flight service station is 


the third busiest in the United States, 
having aided more than 925,000 pilots 
each year for the past several years. 


The station is a support function for 


Chicago Center Air Traffic Control 
Center, Aurora. 


Szajkovics says the objectives of a 


weather briefer's job are two fold. 
"We talk to private pilots on the tele- 
phone, giving them weather informa- 
tion before they leave the ground and 
also carry on air-to-ground conversa- 
tions." 


During each briefer's eight-hour 


shift, he will spend half his tour of 
duty in the pilot briefing room, taking 
telephone calls from pilots who olan 
to fly the same day. 


"And, we are also the only source 


private pilots have for entering their 
flight plans with the FAA," Szajkovics 
said. 


THE OTHER half of a briefer's 


work day is spent in the air-to-ground 
room where he talks by radio to air- 
borne pilots. 


Briefers, he said, have the authority 


to prohibit a student pilot from flying 
in bad weather. However, with experi- 
enced pilots, the briefer will caution 
the person "depending on the pilot's 
own particular qualifications." 


Szajkovics considers weather brie- 


fers "a lot more personal" than air- 
traffic controllers. "The controllers 
talk to airplanes, you know, telling 
them to climb to so many feet or de- 
scend to a certain altitude, but we talk 
to people." 


But Szajkovics is quick to empha- 


size his admiration for air-traffic con- 
trollers. 


"These people really do a terrific 


job and always work under tension. 
And we ought to know, because most 
of us briefers were 'washouts' from 
Chicago Center's training program," 
Szajkovics said, explaining the center 
experiences' a 60 per cent attrition 
rate for trainees. 


"Our jobs as weather briefers are 


very demanding, too, though. I guess 
you could equate our responsibility 
with that as a captain in an airplane," 
he said. 


BRIEFER TRAINING consists of at 


least 17 weeks of intensive "book 
work" and classroom experience in 
the Oklahoma "West Point" FAA 
runs for its weathermen. 


Briefers occasionally 
experience 


very tense moments and in a few 
cases have been required to "talk a 
pilot down." 


Szajkovics told of a busy Sunday af- 


ternoon in late March when the air-to- 
ground room radios picked up a pilot 
urgently calling "anyone who can 
hear me." 


It was the case of a student pilot 


having become disoriented on a flight 
from Kankakee to Midway. 


"It was a windy day and he had 


veered from his course without realiz- 
ing what happened. When we picked 
him up he was over Lake Michigan 
and didn't realize it," Szajkovics said. 


Working with another briefer who, 


using special navigational aids, was ',-,!' 
able to pick up and chart the pilot's 
course, Szajkovics talked the aircraft 
safely into DuPage County Airport.

Teen seized in fire; 
6 persons killed 


Michael McGrath, 10, was arrested Sunday and charged with 


murder and arson in connection with a fire Saturday that left six 
persons dead and injured another person in an apartment building 
on Chicago's North Side. McGrath, who lives only a few buildings 
away from the burned building, was charged with six counts of 
felony murder, six counts of murder, two counts of arson and one 
count of aggravated battery. He was arrested two hours after the 
fatal fire Saturday for allegedly setting a fire in his own apart- 
ment building, police investigator Ted O'Connor said. He set the 
fire because he was angry about being evicted from the building, 
O'Connor said. An investigation uncovered evidence linking 
McGratl' to the fatal fire in the neighboring building, O'Connor 
said. A motive has not been determined for the second and fatal 
fire. 


Herbal cigarels may impair health 


Herbal cigarets, teas and capsules may cause unpleasant men- 


tal and physical reactions, according to a report in this week's 
Journal of the American Medical Assn. based in Chicago. Dr. 
Ronald Siegel of the UCLA school of medicine said the herbal 
products — readily available in health food stores and by maff 
order from suppliers and importers — contain substantial amounts 
of psychoactive substances. He said their use may result in a 
number of Intoxications requiring medical attention. Siegel said 
l!)2 distinct herbs are commercially available as smoking sub- 
stances, mostly in cigarets. Often the cigarets contain nonpsy- 
choactive ingredients like ycrba, santa, rosemary, thyme, mulein 
and spearmint. But nearly half of them do contain plants with 
known mind-altering effects, he said.

The Communist Party of Illinois and the Socialist Labor 
Party have already submitted their state and national tickets and 
the U.S. Labor Party and the Socialist Workers Party planned to 
turn their slates in today.

Farm land here 
threatened by 
mining: report

Prime Illinois farm land is threat- 


ened by unnecessary strip mining of 
coal, said a recent report by the Envi- 
ronmental Policy Institute (EPI), a 
Washington, D.C. based educational 
group. 


The EPI 
report 
contends 
that 


"much of the agricultural land in Illi- 
nois which is underlain with strip- 
pable coal reserves is very good in- 
deed, if not exceptional, and should be 
protected as one of the nation's most 
valuable resources." 


The non-profit group said there is 


more deep minable coal in the four 
Illinois counties — Sangamon, Jeffer- 
son, Macoupin and Montgomery — 
than reserves suitable for strip min- 
ing. Despite this finding, the EPI 
said, strip mining activity continues 
to gobble some 5,000 to 6,000 acres of 
farm land in Illinois each year. 


The environment 


Using data compiled by the U.S. 


Soil Conservation Service and Univer- 
sity of Illinois researchers, 
EPI 


writer John Doyle Jr. said as much as 
2 to 3 million acres of Illinois farm- 
land stand to be affected by strip min- 
ing if present practices continue. 
"There are serious questions as to 
whether the high capability agricul- 
tural lands strip mined for coal can 
be returned to their original capac- 
ities within an acceptable period of 
time," he said. "The question in this 
instance is not whether agricultural 
lands can be reclaimed, but rather, 
can they be restored to their full pro- 
ductive capability."

Army Corps of Engineers study of ur- 
ban water damage problems in the 
Chicago-South End o£ Lake Michigan 
(C-SeLM) will be accepted through

Storm seeding is based on the prem- 


ise that water cooled below the freez- 
ing point but still in liquid form can 
be induced to freeze by seeding it with 
silver' iodide crystals. As the wa- 
ter freezes, releasing heat energy, it 
causes the cloud to grow. Thus, an in- 
tense storm would spread into a mod- 
erate one.

Children get tips on bicycle safety 


"Watch the signs, Jason. Stop," 


shouted Carol Ugent of Mount Pros- 
pect to her 3-year-old son as he rode a 
tricycle through Bicycle Safety Vil- 
lage in the Sandhurst Shopping Cen- 
ter. 


Safety Village organized by the 


Mount Prospect Police Dept. and the 
Randhurst Corp., ended its six-day 
run Sunday, drawing about 75 chil- 
dren a day. 


The program provided a miniature 


town where youngsters learned the bi- 
cycle rules of the road by practicing 
them on the course. Instructors were 
quick to point out errors. 


Staffed by Patrolman Ernest Dett- 


mar and two police aides, the village 
came complete with a traffic lane, 
church, hospital, school, police sta- 
tion, fire station and a variety of traf- 
fic signs and signals. 


"It's designed for primary students 


up to third grade," Dettmar said. "It 


helps get the bicycle safety program 
across to the little children." 


Dettmar said if children are taught 


at an early age how to ride bicycles 
on the sidewalk, they will "know how 
to act once they are old enough to 
ride on the streets." 


BEFORE RIDING through the vil- 


lage, the children were shown three 
bicycle safety films. A police aide 
then reviewed the rules of the road 
with them. 


Susie Layton of Wheeling brought 


her children to the show saying, "I 
believe in bicycle safety. I try to 
teach them myself by riding with 
them, staying near the curbs and 
stopping at the stop signs." 


Mrs. Layton's 6-year-old daughter, 


Amy, 
after viewing the films, said, 


"Some people got hit by the cars be- 
cause they were not careful." 


Three-year-old Ty Layton said he 


saw "crashes" in the movies. "A car 


crashed into a bike. The rescue squad 
came to help." 


"You shouldn't skid on the street 


because a car can run over your 
wheel or something," said 7-year-old 
Jennifer Vick of Palatine. 


When asked what she learned from 


Bicycle Safety Village, 9-year-old Lori 
Kasner of Wheeling said, "How to be 
safe and not get into an accident. Go 
on the right side of the road and do 
the right things." 


Mrs. XJgent's 6-year-old 
daughter. 


Loryanne, learned "That you be care- 
ful on the road. You stay on the right 
side and give hand signals. That you 
watch out for (traffic) signals." 


LORY ANNE'S FATHER once broke 


his arm in a bicycle accident. "I 
made her watch (the movies) to see 
what can happen if you do not know 
the rules when you're on a bike," 
Mrs. Ugent said. 


"Learning to stop on a red light and 


look both ways at a stop sign," is 
what 7-year-old 
Kirk Harrison of 


Wheeling did when he visited safety 
village. "Look for cars before you 
cross the street." 


The youngsters received a tape- 


recorded bicycle safety lecture from 
"Mike the Magic Bike," a S1.400 ma- 
chine equipped with all bicycle safety 
features required by law. The me- 
chanical bicycle was obtained for the 
safety program through a grant from 
the Illinois Dept. of Transportation. 


Another safety feature, not required 


by law but gaining as much popularity 
as bicycles themselves, is a luminous 
orange bicycle flag. The seven-foot 
flag is attached to the rear axle of a 
bicycle so that cars can identify bi- 
cyclists. "The nationwide response to 
the flag is phenomenal," Dettmar 
said. "It is a tremendous safety fac- 
tor."

Weather itfs 
good or bad., 
the briefer is 
ahvays there

Jim Szajkovics spends most of his 


working hours "under the weather." 


But Szajkovics' job has absolutely 


no ill effect on his health. In fact, Jim 
is eager to tell how much he enjoys 
his work. 


And hundreds of private pilots with 


whom Szajkovics comes in contact 
each day can tell you they depend on 
the vital service he performs. 


Szajkovics is one of about 49 weath- 


er briefers who provide 24-hour staff- 
ing for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration's Flight Service Station at Du- 
Page County Airport, West Chicago. 


THE BRIEFERS are responsible 


for furnishing private pilots in most 
areas of northern Illinois with current 
and future weather advisories. Their 
weather Information is always accu- 
rate, coming from the latest in moni- 
toring equipment as well as direct 


teletype lines with the United States 
Weather Service. 


The DuPage flight service station is 


the third busiest in the United States, 
having aided more than 925,000 pilots 
each year for the past several years. 


The station is a support function for 


Chicago Center Air Traffic Control 
Center, Aurora. 


Szajkovics says the objectives of a 


weather briefer's job are two-fold. 
"We talk to private pilots on the tele- 
phone, giving them weather informa- 
tion before they leave the ground and 
also carry on air-to-ground conversa- 
tions." 


During each briefer's eight-hour 


shift, he will spend half his tour of 
duty in the pilot briefing room, taking 
telephone calls from pilots who plan 
to fly the same day. 


"And. we are also the only source 


private pilots have for entering their 
flight plans with the FAA," Szajkovics 
said. 


THE OTHER half of a briefer's 


work day is spent in the air-to-ground 
room where he talks by radio to air- 
borne pilots. 


Briefers, he said, have the authority 


to prohibit a student pilot from flying 
in bad weather. However, with experi- 
enced pilots, the briefer will caution 
the person "depending on the pilot's 
own particular qualifications." 


Szajkovics considers weather brie- 


fers "a lot more personal" than air- 
traffic controllers. "The controllers 
talk to airplanes, you know, telling 
them to climb to so many feet or de- 
scend to a certain altitude, but we talk 
to people." 


But Szajkovics is quick to empha- 


size his admiration for air-traffic con- 
trollers. 


"These people really do a terrific 


job and always work under tension. 
And we ought to know, because most 
of us briefers were 'washouts' from 
Chicago Center's training program," 
Szajkovics said, explaining the center 
experiences a 60 per cent attrition 
rate for trainees. 


"Our jobs as weather briefers are 


very demanding, too, though. I guess 
you could equate our responsibility 
with that as a captain in an airplane," 
he said. 


BRIEFER TRAINING consists of at 


least 17 weeks of intensive 
"book 


work" and classroom experience in 
the Oklahoma "West Point" FAA 
runs for its weathermen. 


Briefers 
occasionally 
experience 


very tense moments and in a few 
cases have been required to "talk a 
pilot down." 


Szajkovics told of a busy Sunday af- 


ternoon in late March when the air-to- 
ground room radios picked up a pilot 
urgently' calling "anyone who can 
hear me." 


It was the case of a student pilot 


having become disoriented on a flight 
from Kankakee to Midway. 


"It was a windy day and he had 


veered from his course without realiz- 
ing what happened. When we picked 
him up he was over 'Lake Michigan 
and didn't realize it," Szajkovics said. 


Working with another briefer who, 


using special navigational aids, was 
able to pick up and chart the pilot's 
course, Szajkovics talked the aircraft 
safely into DuPage County Airport. 
"When the episode started, the pilot 
was about 40 miles northeast of us 
and I had him in and down in 30 min-

Torrential downpour., 
flood kill 60 in Rockies

LOVELAND, 
Colo. 
(UPI) 
— A 


mountain river swollen by 10-inch 
rains surged from its banks and swept 
away campers and fishermen in a 
wooded Rocky Mountain canyon Sun- 
day. Towns were isolated and cars, 
trucks and cabins were tossed about 
like toys. 


Authorities said at least 60 persons 


died in the flash flood and scores were 
injured or stranded in the disaster 
which came on Colorado's 100th anni- 
versary as a state. 


Renewed rains hit the flooded area 


before dark Sunday, hampering res- 
cue operations. Authorities feared ad- 
ditional flooding in the popular camp- 
ground area about 45 miles northwest 
of Denver. 


"We have 40 bodies now in the mor- 


tuary," said Larimer County Sheriff 
Bob Watson. "We know of 20 others 
that we haven't been able to get to 
yet." 


A coroner's spokesman said identi- 


fication of the dead and 
missing 


would not be made until Monday. 


Damage alone to Bureau of Rec- 


lamation equipment along the 35-mile 
stretch of the Big Thompson River 
was estimated at $1 million. 


Sheriff's deputies estimated about 


4,000 persons were in the canyon when 
heavy rains began Saturday night. Of 
the survivors, many were taken to 
safety by helicopters. 


About 400 survivors who escaped ex- 


ploding propane gas tanks detonated 
by floating logs in the river were tak-

Michael McGralli. 1!>. was arrciled Sunday and charged with 


murder and arson in connection with a fire Saturday that left six 
persons dead and injured another person in an apartment building 
on Chicago's North Side. McGrath, who lives only a few buildings 
away from the burned building, was charged with six counts of 
felony murder, six counts of murder, two counts of arson and one 
count of aggravated battery. He was arrested two hours after the 
fatal fire Saturday for allegedly setting a fire in his own apart- 
ment building, police investigator Ted O'Connor said. He set the 
fire because he was angry about being evicted from the building, 
O'Connor said. 
An investigation uncovered evidence linking 


McGrath to the fatal fire in the neighboring building, O'Connor 
said. A motive has not been determined for the second and fatal 
fire. 


Horluil cijjurels may impair health 


Herbal cigarets, teas and capsules may cause unpleasant men- 


tal and physical reactions, according to a report in this week's 
Journal of the American Medical Assn. based in Chicago. Dr. 
Ronald Siegel of the UCLA school of medicine said the herbal 
products — readily available in health food stores and by mar? 
order from suppliers and importers — contain substantial amounts 
of psychoactive substances. He said their use may result in a 
number of intoxications requiring medical attention. Siegel said 
192 distinct herbs are commercially available as smoking sub- 
stances, mostly in cigarets. Often the cigarets contain nonpsy- 
choactive ingredients like yerba, santa, rosemary, thyme, mulein 
and spearmint But nearly half of them do contain plants with 
known mind-altering effects, he said.

Gov. Daniel Walker plans to announce this week how much 


money he believes the state can afford for school aid and how he 
thinks it should be divided among Illinois school districts. The 
announcement probably will include at least one veto—reducing the 
$1.309 billion the legislature appropriated for general aid to schools 
for fiscal 1977. 


Fringe parlies seek spots on ballot 


As many as five minor-party slates could be on the ballot in 


November if last-minute efforts to meet legal filing requirements 
are successful. Several fringe parties planned to submit candidate 
lists to the Illinois Board of Elections today, which is the filing 
deadline. Still scrambling for nominating signatures over the 
weekend was Collinsville lawyer Dakin Williams who, denied a 
chance to run in the Democratic primary, has vowed to enter the 
Nov. z general election as an Independent American Party candi- 
date for governor. However, Williams last week was still 5,000 
names shy of the 25.000 needed to get a third party slate on the 
ballot. The Communist Party of Illinois and the Socialist Labor 
Party have already submitted their state and national tickets and 
the U.S. Labor Party and the Socialist Workers Party planned to 
turn their slates in today.

The environment 
Mining threatens farms: report 


by LEA TONKIN 


Prime Illinois farm land is threat- 


ened by unnecessary strip mining of 
coal, said a recent report by the Envi- 
ronmental Policy Institute (EPI), a 
Washington, D.C. based educational 
group. 


The EPI 
report contends 
that 


"much of the agricultural land in Illi- 
nois which is underlain with strip- 
pable coal reserves is very good in- 
deed, if not exceptional, and should be 
protected as one of the nation's most 
valuable resources." 


The non-profit group said there is 


more deep minable coal in the four 
Illinois counties — Sangamon, Jeffer- 
son, Macoupin and Montgomery — 
than reserves suitable for strip min- 
ing. Despite this finding, the EPI 
said, strip mining activity continues 
to gobble some 5,000 to 6,000 acres of 
farm land in Illinois each year. 


Using data compiled by the U.S. 


Soil Conservation Service and Univer- 
sity of Illinois researchers, 
EPI 


writer John Doyle Jr. said as much as 
2 to 3 million acres of Illinois farm- 
land stand to be affected by strip min- 
ing if present practices continue. 
"There are serious questions as to 
whether the high capability agricul- 
tural lands strip mined for coal can 
be returned to their original capac- 
ities within an acceptable period of 
time," he said. "The question in this 
instance is not whether agricultural 
lands can be reclaimed, but rather, 
can they be restored to their full pro- 
ductive capability." 


PUBLIC COMMENT on a U.S. 


Army Corps of Engineers study of ur- 
ban water damage problems in the 
Chicago-South End of Lake Michigan 
(C-SeLM) will be accepted through 


Friday. Scheduled for completion in 
1987, the study will include water- 
sheds in Lake, Cook, DuPage and Will 
counties in Illinois and three north- 
west Indiana counties. The purpose of 
the study is to consider water damage 
problems caused by flooding and 
backup of sewers. Copies of the pro- 
posed study have been sent to area 
public libraries and planning agencies 
for review.

ENCOURAGED by new findings 


suggesting cloud seeding can tame 
hurricanes, government researchers 
hope to develop techniques to sup- 
press dangerous tropical storms. Dr. 


Robert White, head of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration, said reconnaissance flights 
are expected to begin this fall on the 
west coast of Mexico to determine 
whether hurricanes in the area are 
suitable for seeding 
experiments. 


U n d e r "Project Stormfury" ex- 
periments so far have been conducted 
in the Atlantic Ocean. 


Storm seeding is based on the prem- 


ise that water cooled below the freez- 
ing point but still in liquid form can 
be induced to freeze by seeding it with 
silver iodide crystals. As the wa- 
ter freezes, releasing heat energy, it 
causes the cloud to grow. Thus, an in- 
tense storm would spread into a mod- 
erate one.

US. airlines lost $84 million in '75 


U.S. Airlines lose $84 million 3/36— 


Airlines in the United States in 1975 


lost about $84 million, and the Air 
Transport Assn. of America is calling 
it "the second largest industry loss hi 
history." 


An industry report issued by the as- 


sociation blames the loss on the lack 
of growth in airline traffic during a 
recession year and soaring inflation. 


"Increases hi the cost of fuel during 


the year amounted to $.05 billion," the 
report states. "Elinination of just a 
fraction of this cost alone would have 
resulted in a profitable year for the 
industry." 


The association blamed the faltering 


economy for a slight decline in air 
traffic, from 207 million passengers 
in 1974 to 205 million in 1975. A surge 
in traffic during the last quarter 
brought the year-end figures near 


1974 levels, and thaet trend continued 
into 1976. 


The air freight market responded 


to the economic upswing in the last 
quarter of 1975, but year-end figures 
showed a 2.5 per cent decrease in vol- 


ALTHOUGH LABOR costs amount 


to about 40 per cent of airline oper- 
ating costs, the report said increased 
fuel costs have had the largest impact 
on airline finances. 


Airline safety improved in 1975 the 


report states. Only three fatal acci- 
dents occurred that year, the fewest 


fatal accidents since 1949. 


"The number of fatalities — 124 — 


was the lowest since 1957," the report 
states. 


The report shows that United Air- 


lines is the largest U.S. carrier, with 
nearly 30 million persons using its 
planes in 1975. It also flew more than 
26 billion revenue passenger miles, 
the most of any U.S. airline. 


Statistics in the report show that 


only the automobile is more popular 
than the airplane for intercity passen- 
ger travel.

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Model thresher 
reaps memories 
of Stebbeds' past 


hy DIANE iVIERiMIOAS 


Floyd Stebbeds isn't as \villing as 


some folks to give up the past. 


He is a native of the rolling farm 


lands of Iowa where he and his wife, 
VVaunita, owned a farm in the early 
1940S 


"One of the best things about those 


days." Stebbeds remembers, was op- 
erating a steam-powered threshing 
machine to harvest the autumn oats. 


Those early clays on the farm are 


gone now. Lured off the farm by the 
big city, Stebbeds has been a mechan- 
ic for United Air Lines for the past 24 
years and makes his home in Des 
Plaines. He often thinks about central 
Iowa and wishes to return. 


"I WANT TO go back, and it's just 


a matter of time," said Stebbeds, 56, 
who will wait six more years before 
retiring with his wife to the Iowa 
countryside. 


While waiting out his retirement 


Stebbeds has constructed a scale mod- 
el of the J.I. Case 65-horsepower 
steam engine threshing machine he 
used to ride down home on the farm. 


The 185-pound model Is anything but 


a big toy for an overgrown kid, he 
said. 


It took him more than three years 


to build the engine. The iron, brass 
and other metal materials that he 
molded himself cost him about $950, 
he said. 


"I did it because it was a challenge 


and because I enjoy tinkering around 
with this stuff," said Stebbeds, who 
has put in an average of two hours 
each day in his basement workshop 
since late 1972. 


Curious neighbors have been gath- 


ering in front of the family's home, 
1320 Fifth Ave., during the past week 
while Stebbeds "test drives" the en- 
gine on his driveway. 


Coal or wood chips are shoved into 


the machine's tiny firebox and ig- 
nited. Water is poured through the en- 
gine's copper tubes. As steam begins 
billowing out of the front stack, the 
t h r e s h e r begins "chug-chugging" 
down the pavement. 


The model, which stands about 16 


inches high and 42 inches long, looks 
more like an old, black steam engine 
that pulled trains across the prairies 
in the late 1800s and early 1900s. 


STEBBEDS AND his wife plan to 


visit several steam engine shows in 
the Midwest next month to exhibit the 
vehicle, which took an estimated 1,500 
manhours to build and Is valued at 
$2,500, he said.

Survey results expected this week 


With slightly more than 5 per cent 


of Mount Prospect's Survey Summer 
'78 tabulated, the village this \vcek ex- 
pects to have final questionnaire re- 
bults completed. 


The 12-question survey, distributed 


In June through the first quarterly vil- 
lage newsletter, asked residents most- 
ly about scavenger service. Downtown 
parking was another issue asked 
about in the questionnaire. 


Village Mgi'. Robert J. Eppley Fri- 


day said 830 of 16.000 surveys mailed 
have been returned and tabulated. He 
would not, however, disclose the re- 
sults, saying the village board should 
be the first to receive the information. 
Eppley said the board would "have 
the results in its hands'" today or 
Tuesday. 


RESIDENTS WERE polled on the 


type and frequency of garbage collec- 
tion they prefer. They also were 
a^kcd whether they would contract in- 
dividually for garbage collection rath- 
er than have the village continue to 
negotiate exclusive scavenger service 
contracts. The village currently is in 
the third year of a five-year contract 
with 
Browing-Ferris Industries of 


Harrington. Under terms of that con- 
tract, Browning-Ferris collects all 
garbage once a week at the curbs 
throughout the village. 


Citizens also were asked if they 


were willing to pay a direct garbage 
charge rather than to continue paying 
for scavenger service through annual 
property taxes. The village pays 
Browning-Ferris $4.30 per 
housing 


unit per month from property tax levy 
funds. 


The village board in May repealed 


an ordinance imposing a $4 monthly 
direct garbage charge on residents. 
The ordinance was rescinded because 
Browning-Ferris 
encountered 
prob- 


lems with billing customers in apart- 
ments and condominium apartments. 


When the ordinance was repealed 


the public health and safety 
com- 


mittee was made responsible for re- 


viewing the existing scavenger con- 
tract with Browning-Ferris for pos- 
sible renegotiation. Eppley said sur- 
vey results, however, will go directly 
to the board because monthly public 
health and safety meetings since May 
have been postponed consistently by
